Princeton,  N.  J.,  May  6,  1902. 

The  Alumni  Association  met  in  Miller  Chapel  at  11.30 
A.  M.,  the  Vice-President,  Rev.  Samuel  M.  Studdiford,  D.D.,  be- 
ing in  the  chair,  owing  to  the  death  of  the  President,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Purves.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  William  C.  Stitt, 
D.D.,  of  New  York.  On  motion  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting  was  dispensed  with.  The  following  were 
elected  to  sit  with  the  Association  as  associate  members : The 
Rev.  James  W.  Rogan,  D.D.,  of  Flemington,  N.  J. ; the  Rev.  L.

Robert  Mackenzie,  D.D.,  of  McCormick  Theological  Seminary ; 
the  Rev.  W.  K.  McKinney,  Ph.D.,  of  Union  Theological  Semin- 
ary; the  Rev.  John  S.  Macintosh,  D.D.,  of  the  Assembly’s  Col- 
lege, Belfast,  Ireland ; the  Rev.  J.  H.  Boggs,  D.D.,  of  the  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  Rev.  Pennington  Corson,  pastor  of  the  M.  E.  Church  of 
Princeton.

The  Committee  would  remind  the  Association  of  the  very 
great  loss  it  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  its  President,  the  Rev. 
George  T.  Purves,  D.D.,  LL.D. 

The  Committee  is  glad  to  announce  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rob- 
ert Mackenzie,  of  New  York  City,  lately  Professor  in  the  San 
Francisco  Theological  Seminary,  has  accepted  its  invitation  to 
make  a brief  address  at  the  conclusion  of  the  dinner  in  Stuart 
Hall. 

The  report  was  received,  and  the  officers  and  additional 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  nominated  for  the  ensu- 
ing year  were  elected. 

The  Necrological  Report  was  presented  by  the  Secretary 
and  a brief  summary  of  it  read  (see  p.  123).  The  report  was 
approved  and  ordered  printed  and  distributed  among  the 
alumni.  After  the  reading  the  list  of  those  who  had  died  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  Rev.  Sheldon  Jackson,  D.D.,  of  Washing- 
ton, was  called  upon  to  lead  in  prayer.

Necrological  Report. 

PRESENTED  MAY  6,  1902. 


The  Report  for  the  past  year  notices  the  death  of  sixty-two  former 
students  of  the  Seminary,  two  of  whom  were  also  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  viz.  : the  Rev.  Ebenezer  Erskine,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev. 
George  Tybout  Purves,  D.D.,  LL.D.  The  latter  was  also  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Seven  of  those 
reported  should  have  been  included  in  previous  Reports,  had  the  fact  of  their 
death  been  known  in  time.  The  number  reported  is  the  greatest  since 
1875,  when  the  Reports  were  first  printed. 

Of  them  the  oldest  had  reached  the  age  of  ninety  years  and  eleven 
months ; sixteen  others  had  passed  their  eightieth  year ; eighteen  their 
seventieth,  and  eleven  their  sixtieth.  Four  were  under  thirty  years  of  age, 
and  the  youngest  died  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven  years  and  two  months. 
The  average  age  of  the  sixty-two  was  sixty -seven  years  and  two  months.  The 
average  age  at  which  fifty-five  of  those  reported  made  a public  confession  of 
their  faith  was  seventeen  years.

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DIRECTORS. 


EBENEZEB  EBSEIITE,  E.E., 

Son  of  John  and  Margaret  (Train  or)  Erskine,  was  born  Jan.  31, 
1821,  at  Ridley  Park,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cannonsburg,  Pa.,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-two.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Classical  Institute  of  Joseph  P.  Engles,  in  Philadelphia, 
and  he  graduated  from  Jefferson  (now  Washington  and  Jeffer- 
son) College  in  1843.  During  the  year  following  his  graduation 
he  had  charge  of  the  Academy  at  Pottstown,  Pa.  He  entered 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1845,  taking  the  full  three  years’ 
course  and  graduating  in  1848.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Philadelphia,  July  7,  1847,  and  ordained  by  the  same. 
Sept.  11,  1849,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the 
Penn  (now  North  Tenth  Street)  Presbyterian  Church,  Philadel- 
phia, which  he  founded.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  Jan. 
7,  1851.  He  was  then  pastor  of  the  church  at  Columbia,  Pa., 
from  May  6,  1851,  to  July  9, 1857,  and  of  the  church  at  Stirling, 
111.,  from  1858,  to  April,  1865.  Going  to  Chicago,  he  became 
editor  of  the  Northwestern  Presbyterian  of  that  city,  1865-69. 
On  Oct.  10,  1869,  he  began  serving  the  Big  Spring  Church  at 
Newville,  Pa.,  as  pastor-elect,  and  was  installed  over  this  charge, 
April  13,  1870.  He  was  released  from  it  only  by  his  death, 
which  occurred  Nov.  27,  1901,  in  Newville,  of  a complication  of 
diseases  and  a general  breakdown,  in  the  81st  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  adjoining  the  Big  Spring  Church. 
He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.,  from  Centre  College, 
Ky.,  in  1867.  Dr.  Erskine  was  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of 
the  ministry  for  the  long  period  of  fifty-two  years.  He  was  a 
Director  of  Princeton  Seminary  from  1878  to  his  death,  and  was 
warmly  devoted  to  its  interests.  He  was  a director  of  the  Theo- 
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logical  Seminary  of  the  Northwest  (now  McCormick)  from  1864 
to  1866,  and  again  from  1868  to  1872.  He  was  moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  Harrisburg  and  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  in 
1887.  He  was  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
Nashville  in  1855  ; at  New  Orleans,  1858  ; at  Pittsburgh,  1865  ; 
at  Baltimore,  1873  ; at  Saratoga  Springs,  1890  ; at  Detroit,  1891, 
and  at  Philadelphia,  1901.  He  was  called  upon  to  lead  in 
prayer  by  the  moderator  after  the  reading  of  the  Necrological 
Report  in  the  last  Assembly.  In  1873  he  was  a member  of  the 
committee  of  conference  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  to 
confer  with  a similar  committee  from  the  Southern  Assembly  on 
the  subject  of  closer  fraternal  relations.  In  the  Assembly  of 
1890  he  was  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Revision  that  re- 
ported the  plan  for  the  revision  of  the  Confession  of  Faith,  and 
was  the  author  of  the  resolution  reported  to  the  Assembly  and 
unanimously  adopted,  instructing  the  committee  not  to  report 
anything  impairing  the  integrity  of  the  Reformed  or  Calvinistic 
system  of  doctrine  as  set  forth  in  the  Confession  of  Faith.  He 
was  the  author  of  the  biographical  sketches  of  prominent  min- 
isters of  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle,  contained  in  the  second  vol- 
ume of  the  History  of  that  Presbytery.  His  other  publications 
consisted  of  sermons  and  his  editorial  work  when  in  Chicago. 

Dr.  Erskine  married,  Oct.  7,  1874,  in  Newville,  Pa.,  Miss 
Helen  Mar  McKeehan,  who  with  two  daughters  survives  him. 


GEORGE  TYBOUT  PURVES  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  William  and  Arina  (Kennedy)  Purves,  was  born  Sept. 
27,  1852,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Philadelphia,  dur- 
ing the  pastorate  of  Albert  Barnes,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Classical  Academy  of 
the  Rev.  John  W.  Faires,  D.D.,  Philadelphia,  and  he  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1872.  The  year  follow- 
ing was  spent  in  study  at  home.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1873  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course,  graduat- 
ing in  1876,  and  then  remaining  for  a fourth  year  of  graduate 
work  under  Professors  William  Henry  Green  and  Caspar  Wistar 
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Hodge.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia, 
May  2,  1876,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Chester,  April 
27,  1877,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Wayne,  Pa.  This  relation  was  dissolved 
March  4,  1880,  that  he  might  accept  a call  to  the  Boundary  Ave- 
nue Church  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  over  which  he  was  installed 
March  16,  1880.  From  this  second  charge  he  was  released  June 
20,  1886,  as  he  had  been  called  to  the  First  Church  of  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.,  over  which  he  was  installed  Oct.  17,  1886,  and 
from  which  he  was  released  June  13,  1892,  that  he  might  ac- 
cept a call  to  the  chair  of  New  Testament  Literature  and 
Exegesis  in  Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  rendered  vacant 
by  the  death  of  Prof.  Caspar  Wistar  Hodge.  Dr.  Purves 
had  been  elected  to  the  chair  of  Church  History  in  Prince- 
ton Seminary  in  1888,  but  had  declined.  He  was  inaugu- 
rated a professor  in  the  Seminary  Sept.  16,  1892;  but 
his  energies  could  not  be  confined  within  the  limits  of  his 
professional  duties.  He  soon  began  a series  of  evening  services 
alternately  in  the  two  Presbyterian  Churches  of  Princeton, 
which  were  largely  attended,  beside  preaching  frequently  in 
the  chapel  of  the  University.  In  the  fall  of  1895  he  became 
the  stated  supply  of  the  First  Church  of  Princeton,  and  was  in- 
stalled its  pastor,  Nov.  19,  1899.  This  relation  was  of  brief 
duration.  The  long  time  vacant  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian 
Church  of  New  York  City  called  Dr.  Purves  to  its  pulpit  early 
in  the  year  1900,  and  he  felt  constrained  to  give  up  his  profes- 
sorship and  the  other  congenial  spheres  of  labor  in  Princeton 
for  the  New  York  pastorate.  He  was*  released  from  the  First 
Church,  April  10,  1900,  and  resigned  his  chair  in  the  Seminary 
in  May.  His  installation  over  the  Fifth  Avenue  Church  took 
place  May  22,  1900.  Disease  had  laid  hold  of  him  before  he 
left  Princeton,  and  steadily  undermined  his  strength,  without, 
however,  in  the  least  diminishing  his  energy  or  his  effectiveness 
as  a preacher.  In  the  summer  of  1901  it  became  evident  that 
his  condition  was  critical,  yet  there  was  little  intimation  that 
his  end  was  so  near.  He  died  suddenly  in  New  York,  Sept. 
24,  1901,  of  heart  failure,  within  three  days  of  the  completion 
of  his  49th  year,  and  was  buried  in  the  Princeton  Cemetery.  He 
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received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D,  from  Washington  and  Jef- 
ferson College  in  1888,  and  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
in  1894,  and  that  of  LL.D.  from  Lafayette  College  in  1895.  Dr. 
Purves  was  frequently  called  to  prominent  pulpits  in  the 
Church,  and  several  times  to  chairs  in  theological  seminaries. 
He  declined  such  a call  to  the  chair  of  Systematic  Theology  in 
McCormick  Seminary.  For  a time,  while  a pastor  in  Pittsburgh, 
he  performed  the  duties  of  a similar  chair  in  the  Western  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  Allegheny,  Pa.  He  was  a commissioner  to 
the  General  Assembly  at  Saratoga  Springs,  1884 ; at  New  York, 
1889  ; at  Saratoga  Springs,  1894,  and  at  Philadelphia,  1901.  At 
this  last  he  was  a prominent  candidate  for  the  moderatorship. 
He  delivered  the  lectures  on  the  L.  P.  Stone  foundation  in 
Princeton  Seminary  in  1888,  and  these  were  published  in  1889 
under  the  title.  The  Testimony  of  Justin  Martyr  to  Christianity. 
His  other  publications  were : Simon  Peter  in  the  School  of 
Christ,  1891 ; St.  Paul  and  Inspiration,  1893 ; The  Apostolic 
Age,  1900,  beside  many  articles  in  the  Presbyterian  and  Re- 
formed Review,  The  Westminster  Teacher,  and  The  Bible 
Student.  He  was  one  of  the  editors  of  the  last. 

Dr.  Purves  married,  Oct.  11,  1881,  at  Wayne,  Pa.,  Miss  Re- 
becca Bird  Sellers,  who  with  two  sons  and  four  daughters  sur- 
vives him. 
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JOHN  WTCLIFFE  BAHEB, 

Son  of  William  James  and  Elizabeth  (Way)  Baker,  was  born 
Jan.  24,  1811,  in  Liberty  County,  Georgia.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Midway  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Liberty  County,  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  Athens,  Ga.,  under  Moses  Dobbins  and 
Ebenezer  Newton,  and  he  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Georgia  in  1832.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  Jan- 
uary,' 1833,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course  and  graduating  in 
1835.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick, 
Aug,  5,  1835,  and  was  ordained,  Nov.  26,  1836,  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Hopewell  (now  Augusta),  being  at  the  same  time  in- 
stalled pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Milledgeville,  Ga., 
which  he  had  been  serving  as  stated  supply  since  November, 
1835.  This  relation  was  dissolved  April  7,  1854.  During  this 
pastorate,  from  1845  to  1852,  he  was  professor  of  ancient 
languages  in  Oglethorpe  University.  He  was  professor  of  rhet- 
oric and  philosophy  in  the  Georgia  Military  Institute  at  Mari- 
etta from  1857  to  1864.  During  the  most  of  the  rest  of  his  life 
he  resided  in  Marietta,  engaging  in  preaching  and  teaching  as 
his  health  and  opportunity  permitted.  He  thus  supplied  in 
part  the  churches  of  Eatonton,  Sparta,  Lafayette,  Dalton,  New 
Lebanon,  Midway,  Harmony,  Smyrna,  Bethesda,  Carthage,  Van 
Wert,  Chickamauga,  and  Tunnel  Hill,  all  in  Georgia.  He 
taught  school  in  Lafayette,  Dalton,  Marietta,  Sand  Hills  (near 
Augusta),  Smyrna  and  Rockwood,  Georgia.  He  died  Dec.  12, 
1901,  in  Marietta,  of  old  age,  in  his  91st  year,  being  at  the  time 
of  his  death  the  oldest  alumnus  of  the  Seminary.  He  was 
buried  at  Marietta.  Mr.  Baker  was  for  thirty  years,  1869-89, 
the  stated  clerk  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  Cherokee,  and  had 
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the  remarkable  record  of  not  being  absent  from  one  meeting 
during  that  time. 

He  married,  Feb.  16,  1837,  in  Washington,  Ga.,  Miss  Char- 
lotte Woodville  Shepherd,  who  died  Oct.  1,  1897,  after  sixty 
years  of  married  life.  Two  sons  and  three  daughters  survive 
him. 


JOSHUA  HUNTINGTON,  M.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Joshua  and  Susan  (Mansfield)  Huntington, 
was  born  Feb.  11,  1812,  in  Boston,  Mass.  His  baptismal  name 
was  Joseph  Eckley,  but  it  was  changed  by  legislative  act  in 
1822.  He  united  with  the  Yale  College  Church  on  confession 
of  his  faith  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  He  pursued  his  preparatory 
course  in  Amherst  Academy,  Mass.,  entering  Amherst  College  in 
1827  and  remaining  two  years.  He  entered  the  junior  class  at 
Yale  in  1830,  and  graduated  from  that  institution  in  1832. 
Coming  to  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  spent  something  less 
than  a year  in  Princeton  Seminary.  He  then  taught  French 
for  a year  at  New  London,  Conn.,  and  began  the  study  of  medi- 
cine there,  afterward  attending  lectures  at  Dartmouth  Medical 
College,  and  completing  his  course  by  a year  in  the  Yale 
Medical  School,  receiving  the  degree  of  M.D.  in  1838.  During 
these  years  he  was  engaged  in  genealogical  researches,  the  re- 
sults of  which  were  incorporated  in  the  published  records  of  the 
“ Huntington  Family.”  He  was  assistant  surgeon  in  the  U.  S. 
Navy  from  1838  to  1845,  when  he  resigned  on  account  of  his  dis- 
taste for  medical  practice.  He  then  completed  his  theological 
studies  in  Andover  Theological  Seminary,  graduating  there  in 
1849.  He  was  licensed  by’ the  Andover  Congregational  Associa- 
tion, April  17,  1849,  but  was  never  ordained.  He  remained  at 
Andover  as  a resident  licentiate  for  a year,  and  resided  in  New 
York,  1851-52.  From  that  time  until  1864  he  taught  a private 
school  for  boys  in  Brooklyn.  He  was  a clerk  in  the  U.  S. 
Treasury  Department  at  Washington  from  1864  until  1876.  He 
continued  his  residence  in  Washington  until  his  death  there, 
March  23,  1900,  of  heart  failure  following  pneumonia,  in  the 
89th  year  of  his  age.  He  became  a member  of  the  Protestant 
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Episcopal  Church,  while  in  Washington,  and  later  a Roman 
Catholic.  He  compiled  a “ New  System  for  teaching  French 
Verbs,”  and  in  1868  published  “ Gropings  after  Truth.”  He 
was  unmarried. 


SAMUEL  MILES  HOPKINS,  D.D., 

Son  of  Samuel  Miles  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Rogers)  Hopkins, 
was  born  Oct.  8, 1813,  inGeneseo,  N.  Y.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  Round  Hill  School,  Northampton,  Mass., 
under  the  Rev.  George  William  Cogswell,  D.D.,  and  the  Hon. 
George  Bancroft,  and  he  entered  Yale  College  in  1828.  In  1830 
he  entered  Amherst  College  as  a junior  and  graduated  therefrom 
in  1832.  While  at  Amherst  he  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  College  Church  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  He  then 
spent  one  year  as  a tutor  in  Hobart  College,  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  and 
two  years,  1834-36,  in  Auburn  Theological  Seminary.  He  en- 
tered the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1836,  remaining  nearly  a 
year.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Geneva,  Sept.  7, 
1836,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Chemung,  Sept.  23, 
1840,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church  of  Corning,  N.  Y.,  then  known  as  the  First  Church 
of  Painted  Post,  which  he  had  been  serving  as  stated  supply 
since  1838.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  Oct.  8,  1842. 
His  next  pastorate  was  over  the  church  at  Fredonia,  N.  Y.,  from 
Sept.  19,  1843,  for  one  year.  From  September,  1844,  until  July, 
1847,  he  was  pastor  of  the  Avon  Church,  N.  Y.  He  left  this 
charge  to  accept  the  chair  of  Church  History  and  Polity  in 
Auburn  Seminary,  and  continued  in  the  active  discharge  of  its 
duties  until  1893,  the  long  period  of  forty-six  years,  when  at 
four  score  years  of  age  he  resigned  his  chair  to  become  Professor 
Emeritus,  and  so  continued  until  his  death,  Oct.  29,  1901,  in 
Auburn,  of  the  grippe,  in  the  89th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  in  Auburn,  where  he  had  lived  fifty-six  years.  He  re- 
ceived the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Amherst  College  in 
1854.  Dr.  Hopkins  was  moderator  of  the  General  Assembly 
(N.  S.)  of  1866,  at  St.  Louis,  and  was  beside  a commissioner  to 
the  New  School  Assembly  at  Utica,  1851,  and  to  the  united  As- 
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sembly  at  Philadelphia  in  1870.  He  published  “A  Manual  of 
Church  Polity,”  1878,  and  also  “ A Manual  of  Presbyterian  Wor- 
ship.” 

He  married.  May  15, 1839,  in  Buifalo,  Miss  Mary  Jane  Han- 
son Heacock,  who  died  Jan.  23,  1885.  Three  sons  and  one 
daughter  survive  him. 


CORNELIUS  VAN  SANTVOORD,  D.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Staats  and  Margaret  (Van  Harlingen)  Van 
Santvoord,  was  born  April  8,  1816,  in  Belleville,  N.  J.  He 
united  with  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church  of  Schodack,  N.  Y., 
on  the  confession  of  his  faith  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  His  prepar- 
atory studies  were  pursued  at  Kinderhook,  N.  Y.,  under  Silas 
Metcalf,  and  he  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1835.  He 
spent  the  following  year  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  and  after  this  engaged 
in  teaching  for  six  months.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  1836,  taking  the  spring  and  summer  terms  there.  He 
pursued  his  further  theological  studies  in  the  New  Hartford 
Seminary  for  three  months  in  1837-38.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Columbia,  Sept.  20,  1837,  and  ordained  by  the 
Reformed  Classis  of  Cayuga  at  Canastota,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  26,  1838, 
being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church 
at  Canastota.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  in  the  fall  of 
1839.  He  supplied  the  New  Baltimore  and  Coeymans  Reformed 
churches  from  November,  1839,  to  May,  1840  ; was  pastor  of  the 
Saugerties  Reformed  Church  from  May  26,  1840,  to  April  17, 
1855,  and  of  the  Greenwich  Reformed  Church  from  Nov.  7, 
1855,  to  Sept.  21,  1858.  He  supplied  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  of  Coxsackie,  N.  Y.,  in  1859,  and  the  Second  Church  of 
Schenectady,  1859-60.  In  1861  he  became  chaplain  of  the  120th 
regiment.  New  York  Volunteers,  and  in  1863  he  was  appointed 
by  President  Lincoln  to  a chaplaincy  in  the  regular  army.  He 
was  stationed  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  from  May,  1863,  to  Januarj^ 
1865,  and  then  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  till  August,  1865.  During  this 
period  he  acted  as  war  correspondent  for  the  New  York  Times. 
He  was  associate  editor  of  the  Interior  of  Chicago  for  two  years. 
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1870-71,  and  then  supplied  the  Reformed  churches  of  Bloom- 
ingdale,  St.  Remy,  and  Livingston,  N.  Y.,  from  1871  to  1875. 
During  this  time  he  was  superintendent  of  the  schools  at  Kings- 
ton, N.  Y.  He  continued  his  residence  in  Kingston  until  his 
death  there,  Oct.  13,  1901,  of  dropsy,  in  the  86th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  in  the  Wiltwyck  Cemetery,  Kingston,  N.  Y.  He 
received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Rutgers  College  in 
1855.  Dr.  Van  Santvoord  was  president  of  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  1857.  He  was  the  Vedder  lecturer 
at  the  New  Brunswick  Seminary  in  1884.  He  published  “ Dis- 
course and  Miscellanies,”  1856;  “ Life  of  Eliphalet  Nott,”  1875  ; 
“ History  of  the  120th  Regiment  New  York  Volunteers,”  beside 
pamphlets  and  sermons. 

He  married.  Sept.  6,  1838,  at  Peekskill,  N.  Y.,  Miss  Sarah 
De  Puy,  who  with  one  daughter  survives  him. 


GEOR&E  WARREN  WOOD,  D.D., 

Son  of  Samuel  and  Mehitahel  (Peabody)  Wood,  was  born  Feb. 
28,  1814,  in  Bradford,  Mass.  He  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  South  Congregational  church  of  Haverhill, 
Mass.,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  the  Bradford  Academy  under  Benjamin  Greenleaf 
and  he  graduated  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1832.  He  then 
spent  four  years  as  a teacher  in  the  school  of  the  Rev.  John  T. 
Halsey  in  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  studying  theology  at  the  same  time 
with  the  Rev.  Dr.  David  Magie.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  in  1836,  remaining  only  six  months.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Elizabethtown,  Oct.  6, 1836,  and  ordained  an 
evangelist  by  the  same,  May  16, *1837,  having  devoted  himself  to 
the  cause  of  foreign  missions.  He  labored  as  a missionary  under 
the  care  of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions at  Singapore,  India,  from  May  25,  1838,  until  June,  1840. 
He  then  returned  for  a season  to  America.  From  March,  1842, 
to  July,  1850,  he  engaged  in  mission  work  in  Constantinople, 
Turkey.  He  was  associated  with  Dr.  Cyrus  Hamlin  in  the  mis- 
sionary seminary  at  Bebeck.  From  October,  1852,  to  June, 
1871,  he  was  corresponding  secretary  of  the  American  Board  at 
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New  York  City.  He  returned  to  Constantinople  the  latter  5'ear 
to  resume  his  missionary  labors  there,  remaining  until  1886, 
having  passed  his  three  score  and  ten  years.  Coming  back  to 
this  country  he  resided  in  Mt.  Morris,  and  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  with 
occasional  protracted  visits  in  Summit,  N.  J.,  Geneseo,  N.  Y., 
and  Bridgeton,  N.  J.,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  July  17, 
1901,  at  Geneseo,  N.  Y.,  of  old  age,  in  his  88th  year.  He  was 
buried  at  Mt.  Morris.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D. 
from  Hamilton  College  in  1859.  Dr.  Wood  translated  parts  of 
the  Bible  and  many  religious  works  into  Armenian,  and  wrote 
valuable  papers  in  that  language.  These  latter  included  com- 
mentaries on  most  of  the  New  Testament  epistles.  He  was 
familiar  with  ancient  Greek,  Latin  and  Hebrew,  and  spoke 
fluently  in  French,  German,  Syriac  and  Chinese. 

He  was  four  times  married  ; (1)  April  24,  1838,  at  Morris- 
town, N.  J.,  to  Miss  Maria  A.  Johnson,  who  died  March  9, 
1839;  (2)  Dec.  29,  1841,  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  Miss  Martha 
Briggs,  who  died  May  13,  1853 ; (3)  Jan.  18, 1855,  at  New  York 
City,  to  Mrs.  Mary  (Hastings)  Bond,  who  died  March  4,  1862 ; 
(4)  Aug.  25,  1869,  at  Elmwood,  N.  Y.,  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Ann  (Mc- 
Nair) Heylmun,  who  died  Aug.  17,  1901.  One  son  and  one 
daughter  by  his  second  wife  survive  him. 


VILLEROY  DIBBLE  REED,  D.D., 

Son  of  Kitchel  and  Sallie  (Dibble)  Reed,  was  born  April  27, 
1815,  in  Granville,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lansingburgh,  N.  Y., 
at  the  age  of  twelve.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Lansingburgh  Academy  under  Alexander  McCall,  and  he 
graduated  from  Union  College  in  1835.  For  eighteen  months 
thereafter  he  was  principal  of  an  academy  at  Waterford,  N.  Y., 
and  tutor  in  Union  College  one  year.  During  part  of  this  time 
he  studied  Hebrew  under  Prof.  Taylor  Lewis.  He  spent  three 
months  at  Auburn  Theological  Seminary  before  coming  to  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1838.  He  remained  less  than  a year. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Troy,  Aug.  29,  1838,  and 
ordained  by  the  Presbyter}^  of  Albany,  Dec.  18,  1839,  being  at 
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the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Stillwater,  N.  Y.,  which  he  had  been  serving  as  stated  supply 
since  May  1st.  This  relation  was  dissolved  May  1,  1844,  when 
he  began  supplying  the  First  Church  of  Lansingburgh,  N.  Y., 
being  installed  its  pastor  July  9,  1844,  and  released  July  15, 
1858.  He  then  was  stated  supply  of  the  following  churches 
successively : Central  Church,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  from  Dec.  1,  1858, 
to  June  1,  1859  ; Calvary  Church,  Buffalo,  from  Sept.  21,  1859, 
to  Sept.  2,  1860 ; the  church  at  Cohoes,  N.  Y.,  from  Oct.  1,  1860, 
to  Nov.  1, 1861.  After  this  came  his  longest  pastorate,  that  over 
the  First  Church  of  Camden,  N.  J.,  from  Nov.  20,  1861,  to  June 
30,  1884,  when  he  thought  to  retire  from  the  active  duties  of  the 
ministry ; but  he  had  another  brief  pastoral  charge,  over  the 
East  Whiteland  Church,  at  Fraser,  Pa.,  from  June  30,  1887,  to 
September  30,  1889.  He  resided  in  Philadeljihia  during  the 
later  years  of  his  life,  and  by  appointment  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Philadelphia  he  supplied  the  pulpit  of  Zion  Church,  Phila., 
from  April  1,  1893,  to  March  1,  1897.  During  the  summers  of 
1898,  1899,  and  1900  he  supplied  his  old  charge,  the  First 
Church  of  Camden.  He  died  June  27,  1901,  in  Poughkeepsie, 
N.  Y.,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  87th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  in  the  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery,  Philadelphia.  He  received 
the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Union  College  in  1858.  Dr. 
Reed  was  elected  president  of  Alexander  College,  Dubuque, 
Iowa,  by  the  Synod  of  Iowa,  in  October,  1857,  and  served  the 
institution  as  such  for  two  years,  while  he  was  filling  the  pulpit 
of  the  Central  Church  of  Buffalo.  He  was  for  twelve  years  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  for  five  years  its  presi- 
dent, 1874-79;  was  president  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief 
from  1876  to  1886 ; a member  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, 1864-70  ; moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Albany  in  1844,  and 
of  the  Synod  of  New  Jersey  in  1868.  He  was  clerk  of  the  Old 
School  General  Assembly’s  committee  on  reunion  from  1866  to 
1870.  He  was  eight  times  a commissioner  to  the  General  As- 
sembly : at  Philadelphia,  1842;  at  Pittsburgh,  1849;  at  Buffalo, 
1854 ; at  St.  Louis,  1866 ; at  Albany,  1868 ; at  Philadelphia, 
1870  ; at  Saratoga  Springs,  1879  and  1896. 

Dr.  Reed  married  three  times  : (1)  Oct.  21,  1845,  at  Orwell, 
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Vt.,  Miss  Emily  Wilcox,  who  died  July  25,  1853  ; (2)  Oct.  18^. 
1854,  at  Lansingburgh,  N.  Y.,  Miss  Fannie  M.  Underwood,  who 
died  in  October,  1856 ; (3)  Sept.  5,  1860,  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Mise 
Lucy  Maria  Allen,  who  died  Jan.  5,  1899.  One  son  by  his 
third  wife  and  two  daughters  by  his  first  and  one  by  his  third 
wife  survive  him. 


CHARLES  STEDMAN  HAGEMAN,  D.L., 

Son  of  Abram  Prall  and  Ann  (Van  Der  Veer)  Hageman,  was 
born  July  20,  1817,  in  Harlingen,  N.  J.  He  united  with  the 
First  Reformed  Church  of  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  at  the  age  of 
eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  Harlingen, 
under  Professor  Black,  and  in  New  Brunswick,  under  the  Rev. 
R.  0.  Currie  and  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Westbrook,  D.D.,  and  he  grad- 
uated from  Rutgers  College  in  1837.  He  then  taught  a district 
school  at  Griggstown,  N.  J.,  for  nine  months,  and  after  that  in 
the  Classical  Academy  at  Somerville,  N.  J.,  until  July,  1839, 
at  which  time  he  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton.  He  took 
the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1842.  He 
was  licensed  by  the  Reformed  Classis  of  New  Brunswick,  July 
25,  1842,  and  ordained  by  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  Sept.  28, 
1842,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Reformed 
(Dutch)  Church  of  Nyack,  from  which  he  was  released  Dec.  3, 
1852.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Second  Reformed  Church  of 
Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  from  Jan.  16,  1853,  to  Nov.  20,  1871,  and 
then  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Freehold,  N.  J.,  from  Dec.  27, 
1871,  to  July  16,  1878.  For  the  next  four  years  he  resided  in 
Freehold  without  charge,  but  preaching  nearly  every  Sunday. 
He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Clarksville, 
N.  Y.,  from  1882  to  1885,  and  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Blauvelt,  N.  Y.,  from  1885  to  1889.  From  1890  to  1891  he  sup- 
plied the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Norwood,  N.  J.,  retiring  in  the 
latter  year  because  of  his  advancing  age.  His  residence  for  the 
last  twenty  years  of  his  life  was  at  Nyack,  N.  Y.  During  the  last 
year  or  two  he  was  totally  blind.  He  died  at  Riverdale,  N.  Y., 
Oct  20,  1901,  of  malarial  fever  and  old  age,  in  his  85th  year.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Oak  Hill  Cemetery,  Nyack.  He  received  the 
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honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Rutgers  College  in  1862.  Dr. 
Hageman  was  stated  clerk  of  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie, 
1857-71.  He  published  the  “Memorial  of  the  Hon.  Peter 
Vredenberg,”  1873  ; “ The  Passion  Flower,”  1886,  beside  several 
sermons.  The  jubilee  of  his  ministry  was  celebrated  at  Nyack 
in  1892. 

He  was  married  Oct.  5,  1842,  in  Princeton,  N.  J.,  by  Dr. 
Charles  Hodge,  to  Miss  Mary  Voorhees,  who  died  Nov.  10, 1887. 
Two  sons  and  three  daughters  survive  him. 


DANIEL  LAWRENCE  HUGHES,  D.D., 

Son  of  James  Rainey  and  Eliza  (Eldridge)  Hughes,  was  born 
Jan.  8, 1820,  in  Cold  Spring,  N.  J.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Cold  Spring  Presbyterian  Church  at  the  age 
of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Cape 
May  Academy,  N.  J.,  under  the  Rev.  Moses  Williamson,  and  he 
graduated  from  Jefferson  (now  Washington  and  Jefferson)  Col- 
lege in  1840.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same 
year  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  and  graduated  in  1843. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  West  Jersey,  April  19, 
1843,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Huntingdon  (0.  S.), 
Jan.  10,  1844,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the 
Little  Valley  Presbyterian  Church,  Pa.  This  relation  was  dis- 
solved June  13,  1848.  He  was  subsequently  pastor  of  the  Pine 
Grove  Church,  Pa.,  June  29,  1848,  to  Oct.  4,  1853 ; of  the 
Spruce  Creek  Church,  Pa.,  June  13,  1848,  to  Oct.  6,  1857,  and  of 
the  Sinking  Valley  Church,  Nov.  4,  1853,  to  Oct.  6,  1857.  At 
this  time  he  felt  called  to  the  home  mission  field  of  the  then  far 
West,  and  he  became  stated  supply  of  the  churches  of  Glen- 
wood,  Pacific  City  and  Sydney,  Iowa,  from  Oct.  20, 1857,  to  April, 
1864;  of  the  church  at  Platsmouth,  Neb.,  from  January,  1858,  to 
April,  1864 ; of  Des  Moines,  Indianola  and  Hartford,  la.,  from 
April,  1864,  to  April  14,  1865,  when  he  was  installed  pastor  of 
the  first  named.  This  relation  was  dissolved  April  13,  1866. 
He  was  then  pastor  of  the  church  at  Tipton,  la.,  from  October, 
1866,  to  May  12,  1869,  and  of  the  church  at  New  York,  la., 
from  Oct.  2,  1867,  to  May  12,  1869.  From  May,  1869,  to  May, 
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1870,  lie  engaged  in  missionary  work  along  the  line  of  the  Chi- 
cago, Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad.  After  this  he  was 
stated  supply  of  the  Union  and  Yankee  Grove  churches,  la., 
1870-74 ; of  the  Big  Grove  Church,  1870-77 ; of  the  Dysart 
Church,  1876-79;  Tranquillity  and  Baker’s  Grove,  from  August, 
1879,  until  installed  pastor  of  the  former,  April  27,  1880,  being 
released  Oct.  6,  1885.  He  supplied  the  church  at  Salem,  Ta., 
from  November,  1882,  to  November,  1885,  and  Eldorado,  la., 
from  April  11  to  Oct.  31,  1886,  when  infirm  health  required  him 
to  rest  for  a time.  Resuming  his  labors,  he  was  stated  supply 
of  the  church  of  Petersburg,  Pa.,  from  April,  1887,  until  April, 
1891.  He  was  at  this  time  honorably  retired  from  the  active 
duties  of  the  ministry,  in  which  he  had  been  engaged  for  nearly 
half  a century.  He  resided  after  this  at  Vinton,  Jowa,  and  Cape 
May,  N.  J.  He  died  Feb.  20,  1902,  at  Lake  Charles,  La.,  of 
paralysis  and  the  general  debility  of  age,  in  his  83d  year.  He 
was  buried  at  Vinton,  la.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
D.D.  from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  in  1890.  Dr. 
Hughes  was  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly  at  St. 
Louis,  1851 ; at  Columbus,  1862,  and  at  Springfield,  111.,  1882. 
He  published  “The  Life  of  Rev.  J.  Y.  McGinnes,”  “ The  Divine 
Covenant  Fulfilled,”  and  “The  175th  Anniversary  Address  of 
the  Cold  Spring  Presbyterian  Church,  Cape  May,  N.  J.” 

He  married,  Oct.  19,  1843,  at  Cold  Spring,  N.  J.,  Miss  El- 
mira Williams  Hughes — no  relation  of  his — who  died  Oct.  5, 
1886.  Two  sons  and  three  daughters  survive  him. 


LINUS  MERRILL  MILLER,  D.D., 

Son  of  Louis  Luprelate  and  Melinda  Hodges  (Allen)  Miller, 
was  born  Oct.  13,  1819,  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Rochester  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  He  pursued  his  preparatory 
studies  in  the  Old  Collegiate  Institute  of  Rochester  under  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Chester  Dewey,  and  graduated  from  Hamilton  College 
in  1840.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he 
remained  only  one  year,  when  ill  health  compelled  him  to 
abandon  his  studies.  He  then  took  charge  of  a small  school  in 
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the  family  of  the  Hon.  Dr.  Fitzhugh,  of  Livingston  Co.,  N.  Y., 
and  continued  his  preparation  for  the  ministry  under  the  care 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Steuben.  He  was  licensed  by  this  Presby- 
tery, Nov.  22,  1843,  and  ordained  by  the  same  Oct.  2,  1844,  being 
at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Bath,  N.  Y.  This  relation  was  dissolved  March  2,  1851,  behav- 
ing accepted  a call  to  the  First  Church  at  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y., 
over  which  he  was  installed  June  25,  1851.  This  was  his 
only  other  charge.  He  had  the  unusual  privilege  of  remaining 
its  pastor  fifty  years,  the  relation  terminating  with  his  death, 
Oct.  16,  1901,  at  Ogdensburg,  of  heart  failure,  three  days  after 
the  completion  of  his  82d  year.  He  was  buried  at  Ogdensburg. 
He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Hamilton  Col- 
lege in  1865.  The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  pastorate  over  the 
Ogdensburg  Church  was  celebrated  in  May,  1901.  He  was  an 
attendant  at  the  General  Assembly  in  Philadelphia  in  the  same 
month,  with  no  intimation  that  his  labors  were  so  nearly  ended. 
He  was  twelve  times  a commissioner  to  the  Assembly  during  a 
period  of  more  than  fifty  years,  viz.;  — at  Pittsburgh,  1849;  at 
Charleston,  1852 ; at  Nashville,  1855 ; at  Lexington,  1857 ; at 
Indianapolis,  1859  ; at  Philadelphia,  1861 ; at  Newark,  1864;  at 
Albany,  1868;  at  Baltimore,  1873;  at  Saratoga  Springs,  1879; 
at  Omaha,  1887,  and  at  Philadelphia,  1901.  He  was  a promi- 
nent member  of  the  other  courts  of  the  Church,  having  been 
permanent  clerk  of  the  Synod  of  Buffalo,  stated  clerk  of  the 
Presbyteries  of  Steuben,  Ogdensburg,  and  St.  Lawrence,  of  the 
last  at  the  time  of  his  death  ; moderator  of  the  Synods  of 
Buffalo,  Central  New  York  (1873),  and  the  consolidated  Synod 
of  New  York  in  1885.  He  was  a trustee  of  Hamilton  College 
from  1869  until  his  death.  He  is  said  to  have  officiated  at  1,800 
weddings,  1,400  funerals,  to  have  preached  9,125  sermons,  bap- 
tised 1,400  persons,  and  received  1,330  persons  into  the  Church. 
He  published  some  twenty-five  sermons  and  pamphlets. 

Dr.  Miller  married,  Oct.  13,  1846,  in  Bath,  N.  Y.,  Miss  Lydia 
Rumsey,  who  died  June  5,  1899,  after  they  had  been  married 
nearly  fifty-three  years.  One  son  survives  him. 
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THOMAS  CONKAD  PORTER,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  John  and  Maria  (Bucher)  Porter,  was  born  Jan.  22, 1822, 
in  Alexandria,  Pa.  He  united  with  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Easton,  Pa.,  on  the  confession  of  his  faith  at  the  age 
of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Harris- 
burg Academy,  Pa.,  under  Alfred  Armstrong,  and  he  graduated 
from  Lafayette  College  in  1840.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1843.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Huntingdon,  May  7,  1844.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Monticello,  Ga.,  from  April,  1846,  to 
April,  1847.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Lebanon  Chassis  of  the 
(German)  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  Nov.  14,  1848,  and  at 
the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Second  (German)  Reformed 
Church  of  Reading,  Pa.,  from  which  he  was  released  in  May, 
1849,  having  been  called  to  the  chair  of  Natural  Science  in 
Marshall  College,  Mercersburg,  Pa.  On  the  consolidation  of 
this  college  with  Franklin  College  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  he  was 
transferred  with  it  and  occupied  the  same  chair  in  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College  until  July,  1866.  He  was  also  a member  and 
the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  institution  and 
the  chairman  of  its  building  committee.  He  resigned  his  chair 
in  order  to  accept  a call  to  that  of  geology  in  Lafayette  College, 
and  began  work  there  in  September,  1866.  For  more  than 
thirty  years  he  fulfilled  the  duties  of  his  professorship,  resigning 
in  January,  1897,  on  account  of  his  advancing  years.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Third  Street  (German)  Reformed  Church  of 
Easton,  1877-84.  After  giving  up  his  work  as  a professor,  he 
continued  his  residence  in  Easton  until  his  death  there,  April 
27,  1901,  in  the  80th  year  of  his  age.  His  death  was  sudden 
and  peaceful.  He  was  out  in  the  morning  of  his  last  day  on 
earth,  and  in  the  afternoon  fell  asleep  to  awake  no  more  here 
below.  He  was  buried  at  Easton.  He  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  D.D.  from  Rutgers  College  in  1865,  and  that  of  LL.D. 
from  Franklin  and  IMarshall  College  in  1880.  Dr.  Porter  was 
a delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the  Alliance  of  the  Reformed 
Churches  in  Philadelphia  in  1880 ; in  Belfast,  1884,  and  in  Lon- 
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don,  1888.  He  was  a director  of  the  Reformed  Theological 
Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  for  some  twenty  years.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  of  the  Academy 
of  Natural  Sciences  in  Philadelphia,  and  of  other  learned  bodies. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  and  the  first  president  of  the  Lin- 
naean  Society  of  Lancaster,  Pa.  He  was  a voluminous  writer, 
among  his  publications  being ; “ Life  of  Ulric  Zwingli,”  from  the 
German  of  Hottinger ; “ Life  of  St.  Augustine,”  from  the  Ger- 
man of  SchafF;  “ Hermann  and  Dorothea”  in  prose;  “ Lives  of 
the  Authors  of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  ; ” Hymns  fi-om  the 
German  and  Latin  in  Schaff ’s  “ Christ  in  Song ; ” “ Catalogue  of 
Plants  in  Lancaster  County ; ” “A  Synopsis  of  the  Flora  of 
Colorado,”  conjointly  with  President  Coulter ; “ Sketch  of  the 
Flora  of  Pennsylvania,”  beside  numerous  articles  for  the  Mer- 
cersburg  Review  and  many  scientific  treatises.  After  he  had  re- 
tired from  the  active  duties  of  his  chair  he  continued  to  occupy 
a place  in  the  life  of  Lafayette  College  as  curator  of  the  botanical 
collection  and  emeritus  professor;  and  in  1898  he  succeeded  the 
late  Dr.  Traill  Green  as  dean  of  the  Packer  Scientific  Depart- 
ment. 

Dr.  Porter  married,  Dec.  24,  1850,  in  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Miss 
Susan  Kunkel,  who  died  March  4,  1901. 


JAMES  FERGUSON  KENNEDY,  D.D., 

Son  of  Stewart  and  Ann  (Ferguson)  Kennedy,  was  born  Sept. 
27,  1824,  in  Greenwich  Township,  Warren  Co.,  N.  J.  He  made 
a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Falling  Spring  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  Easton,  Pa.,  under  the  Rev, 
John  Vanderveer,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College  in 
1839.  He  then  spent  three  years  in  the  study  of  medicine, 
1839-42,  attending  lectures  during  the  last  year  in  the  medical 
department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia. 
Having  determined  to  enter  the  ministry  he  came  to  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  in  1843,  taking  the  full  three  years’  course 
and  graduating  in  1846.  He  remained  a fourth  year  as  a fellow. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle,  July  8, 1846,  and 
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supplied  the  Presbyterian  churches  of  Fayetteville  and  Waynes- 
boro, Pa.,  from  May,  1847,  to  March,  1848.  He  was  ordained  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Luzerne  (0.  S.)  Dec.  12, 1848,  and  at  the  same 
time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  Berwick,  Pa.,  from  which 
he  was  released  May  9,  1850.  He  then  supplied  the  Fayette- 
ville Church  from  August,  1850,  to  November,  1854.  He  taught 
in  the  Female  Seminary  of  Chambersburg  from  September, 
1850,  to  June,  1852,  and  was  principal  of  the  Chambersburg 
Academy  from  September,  1851,  to  January,  1855.  In  Novem- 
ber, 1854,  he  began  supplying  the  Dickinson  Church,  Pa.,  and 
was  installed  its  pastor.  May  17,  1855.  He  was  released  from 
this  charge,  April  13,  1859.  Meanwhile,  in  1857,  he  had  become 
totally  blind  and  so  continued  until  his  death.  He  taught 
again  in  the  Chambersburg  Academy  from  September,  1859,  to 
April,  1861;  from  September,  1864,  to  June,  1865,  and  from 
January,  1866,  to  June,  1867.  For  a third  time  he  supplied  the 
pulpit  of  the  Fayetteville  Church,  from  July,  1864,  to  October, 
1874 ; from  Oct:  12,  1870,  until  June,  28,  1876,  he  was 
professor  of  ancient  languages  in  the  Wilson  Female  Col- 
lege, Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and  was  for  a time  the  acting 
president  of  the  same  institution.  He  continued  his  resi- 
dence in  Chambersburg  after  this  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  there.  Sept.  6,  1901,  of  gradual  breaking  down  due  to 
old  age,  within  three  weeks  of  the  completion  of  his  77th  year. 
He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Falling  Spring  Church, 
Chambersburg.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from 
Lafayette  College  in  1872.  Dr.  Kennedy  was  a commisioner  to 
the  General  Assembly  at  Albany  in  1868.  He  was  stated  clerk 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle  from  1855  to  1857,  when  his  blind- 
ness compelled  him  to  resign  this  office.  He  was  a diligent 
student  of  the  Old  Testament  and  an  oriental  scholar  of  consid- 
erable merit.  He  published  a commentary  on  Habakuk  in 
1896,  and  one  on  Zephaniah  in  1900.  He  also  translated  the 
Calwer  Biblical  Geography  in  1847. 

Dr.  Kennedy  married,  July  6,  1852,  in  Carlisle,  Pa.,  Miss 
Louise  Weiss  McKinley,  who  with  one  son  survives  him. 
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JOSEPH  STEVENS,  E.D., 

Son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Hochennjiiller)  Stevens,  was  born 
Oct.  26, 1817,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the'Presbyterian  Church  at  Abington,  Pa.,  at  the 
age  of  sixteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
Preparatory  Department  of  Lafayette  College  under  the  Rev. 
George  Junkin,  D.D.,  and  he  graduated  from  Lafayette  College 
in  1842.  He  then  spent  one  year  as  a tutor  in  Lafayette  College 
and  in  the  study  of  Hebrew.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Prince- 
ton in  1843,  he  remained  a year.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Second 
Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  April  18,  1844,  and  ordained  an 
evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Mississippi,  May  17,  1845.  He 
was  stated  supply  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Rodney,  Miss., 
from  June  1,  1845,  to  May  1,  1851,  being  during  this  time  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics  in  Oakland  College.  In  August  of  the 
latter  year  he  was  called  to  the  Jersey  Shore  Church,  Pa.,  over 
which  he  was  installed  pastor  Nov.  11,  1851,  and  from  which  he 
was  released  Oct.  6,  1886,  an  unusually  long  pastorate  of  thirty- 
five  years.  He  was  made  pastor  emeritus,  April  15,  1901.  He 
continued  his  residence  in  Jersey  Shore  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  Oct.  2,  1901,  at  Jersey  Shore,  very  suddenly,  the  result 
of  age,  within  a month  of  the  completion  of  his  82d  year.  He 
was  buried  at  Jersey  Shore.  He  received  the  degree  of  D.D. 
from  Lafayette  College  in  1882.  Dr.  Stevens  was  a commissioner 
to  the  General  Assembly  at  Rochester,  1860;  at  New  York, 
1869  ; at  Cincinnati,  1885,  and  at  Philadelphia,  1901.  He  pub- 
lished several  sermons. 

He  married,  Oct.  20,  1857,  in  Jersey  Shore,  Pa.,  Miss  Leah 
Amanda  Pfouts,  who  with  one  son  and  one  daughter  survives 
him. 


EEWAED  FARMER  STEWART, 

Son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Green)  Stewart,  was  born  Oct.  16, 
1819,  in  Easton,  Pa.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
under  the  Rev.  John  Vanderveer,  D.D.,  in  Easton,  and  he  en- 
tered the  sophomore  class  of  Lafayette  College,  graduating  irom 
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the  same  in  1839.  He  then  studied  law  with  the  Hon.  James 
M.  Porter  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1842.  He  opened  an 
office  in  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and  became  identified  with  the 
abolitionist  movement  there,  particularly  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  the  “ underground  railway  ” for  the  escape  of  slave 
refugees.  At  this  time,  when  twenty-three  years  of  age,  he 
made  a public  confession  of  his  faith,  and  being  dissatisfied  with 
the  details  of  the  legal  profession  he  determined  to  study  for  the 
ministry.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1853,  re- 
maining there  less  than  two  years.  He  served  the  Central 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Philadelphia  for  a few  months,  but  was 
obliged  to  give  up  all  hope  of  continuing  in  the  ministry  be- 
cause of  an  affection  of  the  throat.  He  was  licensed  April  23, 
1845,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Newton,  but  was  never  ordained. 
Returning  to  Easton,  he  became  a partner  in  the  iron  business 
with  his  uncle,  John  Green.  In  1854  he  was  the  alumni  orator 
of  Lafayette  College.  Soon  after  this  he  left  Easton  and  became 
the  head  of  the  Cunard  stores  in  Jersey  City  under  the  collector 
of  the  port  of  New  York.  He  retained  this  position  four  years, 
resigning  on  account  of  ill  health.  While  in  New  York  during 
the  last  years  of  the  war  he  edited  the  Somerset  Unionist,  a 
pronounced  Republican  paper,  and  became  active  in  politics. 
Returning  to  Easton,  he  became  head  bookkeeper  of  the  First 
National  Bank,  and  succeeded  his  father  to  the  presidency  in 
1885,  retaining  this  position  until  1897,  when  he  resigned  on  ac- 
count of  his  health  and  advancing  years.  He  continued  resid- 
ing in  Easton  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Feb.  25,  1902,  in 
Easton,  of  old  age,  in  his  83d  year.  Mr.  Stewart  was  a man  of 
scholarly  tastes  and  wide  reading.  He  was  a member  of  the 
School  Board  of  Easton  for  more  than  twenty  years  and  its 
president  for  some  time.  He  was  a member  of  the  American 
Philological  Society  and  - was  for  some  time  an  elder  in  the 
Brainerd-Union  Presbyterian  Church  of  Easton. 

He  was  married  Feb  9,  1847,  in  Easton,  Pa.,  to  Miss  Mar- 
garet Kennedy  Runkle,  who  died  Jan.  18, 1902.  Two  daughters 
survive  him. 
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JOHN  THOMAS  DUFFIELL,  LL.D., 

Son  of  William  and  Anna  Maria  (Fletcher)  Duffield,  was  born 
Feb.  19,  1823,  in  McConnellsburg,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  his  native 
place  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  the  Bedford  Academy,  Pa.,  under  the  Rev.  Bayard  R. 
Hall,  principal,  and  he  entered  the  sophomore  class  of  Prince- 
ton College  in  1838,  graduating  in  1841,  with  high  honors. 
After  his  graduation  he  engaged  in  teaching  for  one  year  in  Mc- 
Connellsburg, Pa.,  and  then  had  charge  of  the  mathematical  de- 
partment of  Union  Academy,  Philadelphia,  for  one  year.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1844,  remaining  four 
years,  taking  two  years  to  do  the  work  of  the  senior  year,  his 
time  being  otherwise  occupied  with  his  duties  as  tutor  of  Greek 
in  the  College  from  1845  to  1847.  He  graduated  from  the  Sem- 
inary in  1848.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick,  April  25,  1849,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the 
same,  Feb.  5, 1851,  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Prince- 
ton. He  was  adjunct  professor  of  mathematics  in  Princeton 
College  from  1847  to  1854,  professor  of  mathematics  from  1854 
to  1862,  professor  of  mechanics  and  mathematics  from  1862  to 
1873,  and  professor  of  mathematics  from  1873  until  his  retire- 
ment as  professor  emeritus  in  1898.  He  retained  his  official  rela- 
tion with  the  faculty,  having  the  care  of  the  scholarship  funds 
for  the  assistance  of  needy  students.  He  was  thus  connected 
with  the  faculty  of  Princeton  College  for  a period  of  fifty-six 
years,  and  was  its  senior  member  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
From  1865  to  1882  he  was  the  clerk  of  the  faculty.  He  was  in- 
timately associated  with  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Princeton.  He  joined  it  by  certificate  at  its  organization  in 
1847,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the  only  surviving  one 
of  its  original  members.  He  was  its  stated  supply  from  April, 
1850,  until  April,  1852.  He  was  for  many  years  a member  of 
its  board  of  trustees,  and  during  part  of  this  time  the  president 
of  the  board.  He  died  April  10,  1901,  in  Princeton,  of  heart 
failure,  in  the  79th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Princeton  Cemeterv-  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D. 
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from  Princeton  College  in  1873,  and  .that  of  LL.D.  from  Lake 
Forest  University  in  1890.  Dr.  Duffield  was  greatly  interested 
in  all  that  concerned  the  welfare  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  was  active  in  its  controversies.  He  was  the  moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  New  Jersey  in  1865,  and  was  a commissioner  to 
the  General  Assembly  at  Cincinnati,  1867 ; at  Pittsburgh,  1878; 
at  New  York,  1889,  and  at  Washington,  1893.  He  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  discussions  raised  by  the  trial  of  Profes- 
sor Briggs,  and  in  the  long  continued  agitation  for  the  revision 
of  the  Confession  of  Faith.  He  was  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  Borough  of  Princeton  from  its  organization  in 
1852,  and  its  president  from  1881  to  1897.  He  contributed 
much  to  the  press,  both  secular  and  religious.  His  part  in  cur- 
rent discussions  in  the  religious  weeklies  made  him  well  known 
throughout  the  Church.  He  published  “ The  Princeton  Pulpit,” 
1852  ; “ That  Blessed  Hope,”  1866  ; “ The  Philosophy  of  Mathe- 
matics,” 1866 ; “ The  Discovery  of  the  Law  of  Gra\dtation,” 
1867 ; “ History  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Prince- 
ton,” 1876 ; “ Evolution  as  it  Respects  Man  and  Bible,”  1878;  be- 
side other  contributions  to  the  religious  press  which  appeared 
in  pamphlet  form. 

Dr.  Duffield  married,  Dec.  30,  1852,  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  Miss 
Sarah  Elizabeth  Green,  a sister  of  Professor  AVilliam  Henry 
Green,  so  long  identified  with  the  Princeton  Seminary.  She 
survives  her  husband  with  four  sons  and  two  daughters.  One 
of  the  sons  is  the  Rev.  Howard  Duffield,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church  of  New  York  and  an  alumnus  of  the  Seminary. 


JOHN  JERMAIN  PORTER,  D.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Stephen  and  Caroline  (Jermain)  Porter,  was 
born  March  20,  1821,  in  Ovid,  N.  Y.  He  united  with  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Warsaw,  N.  Y.,  on  confession  of  his  faith  at 
the  age  of  twelve.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at  the 
Gepeva  Lyceum,  N.  Y.,  under  the  Rev.  Justus  C.  French,  prin- 
cipal, and  he  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1843.  Being  in 
poor  health  he  spent  a year  as  collecting  agent  for  the  New  York 
Observer,  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1844,  re- 
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maining  three  years.  Ill  health  prevented  his  graduating  regu- 
larly and  receiving  the  certificate  of  the  Seminary.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Geneva,  July  7,  1846,  and  or- 
dained by  the  Presbytery  of  Luzerne,  Nov.  9,  1847,  being  at  the 
same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Kings- 
ton, Pa.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  July  9, 1850,  and  be- 
came stated  supply  of  the  Westminster  Church,  Buffalo,  N.  Y., 
from  August,  1850,  to  June,  1857.  He  was  then  pastor  of  the 
Union  Church,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  from  Nov.  22,  1857,  to  June  15, 
1864.  His  next  and  longest  pastorate  was  over  the  First  Church 
of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  from  Oct.  6,  1864,  to  July  19,  1881,  after 
which  he  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Phelps,  N.  Y.,  from  Aug. 
23,  1881,  to  Oct.  1,  1891.  He  spent  the  remainder  of  his  days 
in  Watertown.  N.  Y.,  preaching  occasionally.  He  died  among 
the  people  of  his  former  charge.  Sept.  7,  1901,  of  paralysis,  in 
the  82d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  near 
Watertown.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from 
Hamilton  College  in  1867.  Dr.  Porter  was  a trustee  of  Auburn 
Theological  Seminary  from  1878  to  1898.  He  was  a commis- 
sioner to  the  General  Assembly  (N.  S.)  at  St.  Louis,  1855  ; again 
at  St.  Louis,  1866  ; at  Cleveland,  1875;  at  Buffalo,  1881,  and  at 
Saratoga  Springs,  1890.  He  published  the  History  of  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Geneva  from  1805  to  1889,  1889 ; The  Bible  the 
People’s  Book,  and  other  addresses  and  sermons. 

Dr.  Porter  married.  Sept.  30,  1847,  in  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  Miss 
Mary  Hall,  who  with  three  sons  and  one  daughter  survives  him. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  they  had  almost  completed  fifty-four 
years  of  happy  married  life.

&E0EGE  *C  HECKMAN,  D.D.,  LL.D., 

Son  of  John  and  Mary  (Schneider)  Heckman,  was  born  Jan. 
26, 1825,  in  Easton,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Easton  at  the  age  of  eighteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Easton  Classical

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Academy  under  the  Rev.  John  Vanderveer,  D.D.,and  he  gradu- 
ated from  Lafayette  College  in  1845.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1848.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Newton,  Aug.  4,  1847,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Steuben,  Feb.  8,  1849,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  jiastor  of 
the  Port  Byron  Presbyterian  Church,  N.  Y.,  which  he  had  been 
serving  as  pastor-elect  since  Sept.  1,  1848.  He  was  released 
from  this  charge  Dec.  31,  1856.  His  next  pastorates  were  over 
the  church  at  Portage,  Wis.,  from  Jan.  1,  1857,  to  May  31,  1860; 
over  the  church  at  Janesville,  Wis.,  from  June  1,  1860,  to  July 
31,  1861 ; over  the  Third  Church  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  from 
Aug.  1,  1861,  to  Oct.  31,  1867,  and  over  the  State  Street  Church, 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  from  Nov.  1,  1867,  to  Oct.  1,  1870.  For  the  next 
nine  years,  from  October,  1870,  to  November,  1879,  he  was  pres- 
ident of  Hanover  College,  Ind.,  and  during  most  of  this  time 
he  supplied  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Hanover,  from  1871  to 
1878.  He  was  then  pastor  of  the  Avondale  Church,  Cincinnati, 
0.,  from  Nov.  20,  1879,  to  May  2,  1887.  During  the  next  year 
he  served  as  secretary  of  the  Centennial  Fund  of  the  General 
Assembly.  His  next  and  last  pastorate  was  over  the  First 
Church  of  Reading,  Pa.,  over  which  he  was  installed  March  28, 
1889,  and  from  which  he  was  released,  on  account  of  the  grow- 
ing infirmities  of  age.  Sept.  24,  1901,  being  made  pastor  emeritus. 
He  continued  his  residence  in  Reading,  where  he  died  March  5, 
1902,  of  heart  failure,  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  at  _ Easton,  Pa.  He  was  permitted  to  labor  in  the 
Christian  ministry  more  than  fifty  years.  He  received 
the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Hanover  College  in  1868, 
and  that  of  LL.D.  from  the  same  institution  in  1890.  He 
was  three  times  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Indiana,  and 
was  ten  times  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly, 
viz. : at  Charleston,  S.  C.,  1852  ; at  Indianapolis,  1859 ; at  Phila- 
delphia, 1861 ; at  St.  Louis,  1866 ; at  Philadelphia,  1870 ; at 
Cleveland,  1875;  at  Buffalo,  1881 ; at  Philadelphia,  1888  ; at  Port- 
land, Ore.,  1892,  and  at  Winona,  1898.  He  was  a trustee  of 
Hanover  College,  of  Wooster  University,  and  of  Lafayette  Col- 
lege, and  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the 
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Presbyterian  Church  and  also  of  the  Board  of  Publication.  He 
published  a number  of  pamphlets,  among  them : “ American 
Collegiate  Education,”  1871;  “Woman’s  Work,”  1875;  “Danc- 
ing as  a Christian  Amusement,”  1876 ; “ Hanover  College. 
Semi-Centennial  Sketch,”  1877,  and  “The  Church’s  Right  to 
have  a Creed,”  1892. 

Dr.  Heckman  was  married,  June  11, 1850,  at  Easton,  Pa.,  to 
Miss  Anna  Josephine  Davis,  who  with  four  sons  and  two 
daughters  survives  him. 


ABRAM  NEWKIRK  LITTLEJOHN,  B.D.,  LL.D.,  D.C.L., 

Son  of  John  and  Eleanor  Newkirk  (Brower)  Littlejohn,  was 
born  Dec.  13,  1824,  in  Florida,  Montgomery  Co.,  N.  Y.  His  pre- 
paratory studies  were  pursued  in  Johnstown,  N.  Y.,  and  he  gradu- 
ated from  Union  College  in  1845.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year,  remaining  somewhat  more  than  one 
year.  Having  decided  to  enter  the  ministry  of  the  Episcojial 
Church,  he  then  studied  theology  with  the  Rev.,  afterwards 
Bishop,  Williams,  at  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  for  about  two  years. 
He  was  ordained  a deacon,  March  19,  1848,  by  Bishop  De 
Lancey,  and  a priest,  June  12,  1849,  by  Bishop  Brownall.  He 
served  St.  Anne’s  Episcopal  Church,  Amsterdam,  N.  Y.,  1848—49, 
and  St,  Andrew’s  Church,  Meriden,  Conn.,  1849-50.  From 
1851  to  1860  he  was  rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  New  Haven,  Conn. 
During  seven  years  of  this  time,  1853-60,  he  lectured  on 
pastoral  theology  in  the  Berkeley  Divinity  School  of  Middle- 
town,  Conn.  It  was  also  during  this  time,  in  1858,  that  he  declined 
an  election  to  the  presidency  of  Geneva  (now  Hobart)  College. 
From  1860  to  1869  he  was  rector  of  Holy  Trinity,  Brooklyn. 
He  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island  Jan. 
27,  1869,  and  such  he  continued  to  be  until  his  death,  Aug.  3, 
1901,  at  Williamstown,  Mass.,  from  apoplexy,  in  the  77th  year 
of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  All  Saints’  Church  burying- 
ground.  Great  Neck,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.  He  had  been  elected  the  first 
bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  in  1868,  but  being 
soon  afterwards  chosen  for  the  newly  created  Diocese  of  Long 
Island,  he  accepted  the  latter.  He  received  the  honorary  degree 
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of  D.D.  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1858,  and  that 
of  LL.D.  from  the  University  of  Cambridge,  England,  in  1881. 
In  1874  Bishop  Littlejohn  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
American  Episcopal  churches  of  Europe  and  thus  was  called 
upon  to  consecrate  the  church  of  St.  Paul’s  in  Rome,  and  to 
open  the  American  Episcopal  Church  of  Paris.  Among  his 
publications  are:  Conciones  ad  Clerum,  1880  ; Discourses  on  In- 
dividualism, before  the  University  of  Cambridge,  England, 
1881 ; Lectures  on  the  Christian  Ministry  at  the  close  of  the 
Nineteenth  Century,  1886  ; Christian  Dogma  Essential ; many 
review  articles,  some  fifty  sermons  and  many  addresses.  While 
a student  in  Princeton  Seminary  he  was  a classmate  of  Prof. 
William  M.  Paxton,  and  of  the  Rev.  Drs.  Ebenezer  Erskine  and 
George  C.  Heckman,  both  of  whose  names  occur  in  this  Report. 

He  married,  Aug.  10,  1848,  in  New  York  City,  Miss  Jeannie 
Matilda  Armstrong,  who  died  March  9,  1898.  Two  daughters 
survive  him. 


CALEB  MARTIN  ALLEN, 

Son  of  Eleazar  Hawks  and  Lucy  (Martin)  Allen,  was  born 
April  17,  1816,  at  South  Hero,  Vt.  He  entered  his  name  in  the 
matriculation  book  of  the  Seminary  as  Martin  Allen,  and  was 
known  as  such  for  some  years,  but  he  was  baptized  Caleb  Martin 
and  resumed  his  full  name  some  years  after  leaving  Princeton. 
His  conversion  occurred  in  early  manhood  and  was  the  result  of 
a manifestation  to  him,  as  he  believed,  of  the  visible  Divine 
Presence.  He  prepared  himself  by  private  study  for  college 
and  entered  the  University  of  Vermont,  but  did  not  complete 
his  course  there.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 

1847  and  remained  less  than  a year.  After  leaving  Princeton  in 

1848  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  American  Sunday  School 
Union,  and  thus  spent  the  next  five  years,  with  some  teaching 
added  to  his  missionary  labors.  From  1851  to  1853  he  resided 
at’Erie,  Pa.  In  the  latter  year  he  went  to  Titusville,  Pa.,  and 
the  following  year  bought  a farm  near  that  village.  In  1856  he 
opened  a store  in  Titusville,  and  in  1858  he  started  the  Titus- 
ville Gazette.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  civil  war  he  enlisted,  but 
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was  rejected  on  account  of  defective  health.  About  two  years 
later  he  was  appointed  deputy  collector  of  the  U.  S.  Internal 
Revenue,  holding  this  office  until  1870,  when  he  went  west  in 
search  of  health  and  settled  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  He  had  in- 
tended engaging  in  stock  farming.  But  the  state  of  the  country 
about  him  revived  his  desire  to  labor  in  the  ministry  and  at  the 
solicitation  of  his  pastor,  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Avery,  he  appeared  be- 
fore the  Presbytery  of  Fort  Dodge  and  was  licensed  by  it,  Oct. 
3,  1871,  and  ordained  by  the  same,  April  26, 1872.  He  then  did 
pioneer  work  in  the  following  places  : Canton,  Dak.,  1872;  Dell 
Rapids  and  Rock  Rapids,  Iowa,  1873;  Plymouth  County 
Church,  Iowa,  1874-75  ; Storm  Lake  and  Pomeroy,  la.,  1876-79 ; 
Derby  and  English,  la.,  1880-81 ; Brown’s  Valley,  Minn., 
1882-83 ; Delano,  Long  Lake,  Independence  and  Rockford, 
Minn.,  in  1884 ; Pine  City  and  Hinckley,  Minn.,  1885-86 ; 
Bancroft  and  Burt,  la.,  1887-88.  The  last  eleven  years  of  his 
life  were  spent  in  honorable  retirement  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa, 
where  he  died  March  4,  1901,  of  heart  failure  induced  by  old 
age,  within  six  weeks  of  the  completion  of  his  85th  year.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Floyd  Cemetery,  Sioux  City. 

Mr.  Martin  married,  Oct.  31,  1850,  near  Mercer,  Pa.,  Miss 
Anna  Isabella  Davis,  who  with  one  son  and  three  daughters 
survives  him. 


JAMES  COOLEY  FLETCHER,  L.D., 

Son  of  Calvin  and  Sarah  (Hill)  Fletcher,  was  horn  April  15, 
1823,  in  Indianapolis,  Ind.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  N.  H.,  and  he 
graduated  from  Brown  University  in  1846.  While  a student 
there  he  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Richmond 
Street  Congregational  Church  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  at  the  age  of 
twenty.  He  spent  the  year  after  his  graduation  in  teaching  his 
brothers  and  sisters  at  his  home  in  Indianapolis.  He  entered 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1847,  remaining  two  years.  He 
then  spent  a year  in  study  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gen- 
eva, Switzerland.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick,  April  25,  1849,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the 
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Presbytery  of  Muncie,  Feb.  13,  1851.  From  1850  to  1851  he 
acted  as  agent  for  the  American  Foreign  Christian  Union.  He 
left  the  United  States  for  Brazil  in  December,  1851,  under  ap- 
pointment as  missionary  chaplain  by  the  joint  action  of  the 
American  and  Foreign  Christion  Union  and  the  American  Sea- 
man’s Friend  Society,  and  labored  as  such  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
until  April,  1854.  He  was  afterward  agent  of  the  American 
Bible  Society  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  from  1855  to  1856.  He  spent 
the  next  six  years  in  the  United  States.  He  was  agent  of  the 
American  Sunday  School  Union  in  connection  with  Brazil, 
1862-63,  and  Agent  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  1868-69. 
He  was  U.  S.  consul  at  Oporto,  Portugal,  1869-73;  engaged  in 
missionary  work  in  Naples,  Italy,  1873-90.  About  this  time  he 
returned  to  America  and  settled  in  California.  He  was  stated 
supply  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Wilmington,  Cal.,  in 
1892,  and  at  La  Crescenta,  Cal.,  in  1893.  Later  he  resided  in 
Los  Angeles  and  died  there,  April  23,  1901,  of  paralysis,  having 
just  completed  his  78th  year.  He  was  buried  at  Los  Angeles. 
He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Brown  Univer- 
sity in  1896.  Dr.  Fletcher  published  “ Brazil  and  Brazilians,” 
in  1857,  in  connection  with  the  Rev.  D.  P.  Kidder,  D.D.,  the 
ninth  edition  of  which  was  issued  in  1879.  He  was  a frequent 
writer  for  the  press,  being  a correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Evangelist,  while  at  Naples  and  later.  He  wrote  articles  for  the 
North  American  Review,  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  Harpers 
Weekly  and  the  religious  weeklies.  In  1852-53  he  acted  as 
U.  S.  secretary  of  legation,  ad  interim,  at  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

He  married  twice : (1)  Aug.  28,  1850,  in  Geneva,  Switzer- 
land, Miss  Henrietta  Malan,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Cesar  Malan, 
D.D.,  the  well  known  theologian  of  that  city ; (2)  Oct.  22,  1872, 
at  the  U.  S.  consulate,  Oporto,  Portugal,  Miss  Frederica  Jane 
Smith,  who  survives  him,  as  do  one  son  and  one  daughter  by 
his  first  wife. 


SAMUEL  LEWIS  MERRELL, 

Son  of  Andrew  and  Harriet  (Camp)  Merrell,  was  born  Aug. 
13,  1822,  in  Utica,  N,  Y.  He  united  with  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Utica,  on  confession  of  his  faith,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.

His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Black  River  Liter- 
ary and  Religious  Institute,  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  under  the  Rev. 
J.  R.  Boyd,  D.D.,  principal,  and  he  graduated  from  Williams 
College  in  1845.  He  then  spent  two  years  in  Auburn  Theologi- 
cal Seminary.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1847,  he 
remained  the  greater  part  of  the  senior  year.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Utica,  July  14,  1847,  and  ordained  by  the 
Oneida  Congregational  Association,  at  Norwich  Corners,  N.  Y., 
Jan.  8,  1850.  He  supplied  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Jordan, 
N.  Y.,  from  July  to  October,  1848 ; engaged  in  missionary  work 
in  Utica,  N.  Y.,  for  about  a year,  and  was  stated  supply  at  Cass- 
ville,  N.  Y.,  from  March  to  August,  1849.  He  began  supplying 
the  Congregational  Church  of  Norwich  Corners,  N.  Y.,  in 
August,  1849,  and  was  installed  its  pastor  at  his  ordination.  He 
was  released  from  this  charge  in  April,  1851.  He  then  was 
stated  supply  of  the  following  churches  in  New  York  state : 
Sangerfield,  May,  1851,  to  April,  1852;  Remsen  and  Alder

Church,  from  May,  1854,  to  May,  1857 ; Cape  Vincent,  from 
June,  1857,  to  June,  1861.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  civil  war  he 
became  a chaplain  in  the  Union  army,  of  the  35th  regiment 
New  York  State  volunteers,  serving  as  such  from  June,  1861,  to 
June,  1863.  He  then  was  stated  supply  of  the  churches  at 
Theresa  and  Plessis,  N.  Y.,  from  August,  1863,  until  August, 
1867,  and  of  the  church  at  Lysander,  N.  Y.,  from  that  time  until 
installed  its  pastor.  Sept.  8,  1868.  He  was  released  from  this 
charge,  Oct.  21,  1874,  but  continued  serving  it  as  supply  until 
Sept.  7,  1875.  During  two  months  in  1876  he  supplied  the 
church  of  Camden,  Ark.  From  1877  to  1885  he  resided  in 
SacketPs  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  and  supplied  the  church  at  Evans 
Mills  during  three  months  of  the  summer  of  1885.  He  engaged 
in  teaching  in  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  (now  the  Bible 
Normal  College)  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  from  1885  to  1892,  when 
his  advancing  years  laid  him  aside  from  active  labor.  He  con- 
tinued his  residence  in  Springfield  until  his  death  there.  Sept. 
28,  1900,  of  general  debility,  in  the  79th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Forest  Hill  Cemetery,  Utica,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Merrell  married,  June  1,  1853,  in  Knoxboro,  N.  Y., 
Miss  Cornelia  Elizabeth  Hall,  who  survives  him  with  one  son. 
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THOMAS  &E0RGE  WALL,  D.D., 

Son  of  Peter  and  Margaret  (Barry)  Wall,  was  born  Aug.  24, 
1823,  in  Pictou,  Nova  Scotia,  Canada.  He  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1832,  settling  in  New  York  City.  He  united  with  the 
Thompson  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  New  York,  on  confession 
of  his  faith,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  New  York  City  under  Dr.  John  J.  Owen,  and 
he  entered  the  sophomore  class  of  Princeton  College  in  1845, 
graduating  from  that  institution  in  1848.  Entering  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full 
three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1851.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  First  Presbytery  of  New  York,  April  16,  1851,  and  or- 
dained an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Winchester  at  War- 
renton,  Va.,  Oct.  17,  1852.  He  served  the  church  at  Warrenton 
as  stated  supply  and  as  pastor-elect  from  July  1,  1851,  to  Dec. 
27,  1853.  Jan.  1,  1854,  he  began  supplying  the  church  at  New- 
bern,  N.  C. ; in  May  of  the  same  year  he  was  called  to  be  its 
pastor  and  was  installed  as  such,  Dec.  17,  1854.  This  relation 
was  dissolved  Aug.  5,  1861,  on  account  of  the  breaking  out  of 
the  civil  war.  While  at  Newbern  he  declined  a call  to  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Princeton,  N.  J.  Coming  north 
he  resided  for  a time  in  Philadelphia,  and  then  at  Princeton, 
N.  J.,  and  acted  as  the  financial  agent  of  Princeton  College  dur- 
ing the  summer  and  autumn  of  1863.  He  organized  the  church 
at  Tenafly,  N.  J.,  and  was  its  stated  supply  from  June,  1864, 
until  installed  its  pastor,  Oct.  1,  1867.  He  was  released  from 
this  charge  April  15,  1873.  From  1866  to  1879  he  was  principal 
of  the  Englewood  Institute,  N.  J.,  and  from  1879  to  1891  he  was 
superintendent  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  New  York  City, 
and  its  chaplain  from  the  latter  date  until  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred Jan.  11, 19022  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  New  York, 
of  angina  pectoris,  in  the  79th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
in  Greenwood  Cemetery,  New  York  City.  He  received  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  D.D.  from  Coe  College,  Iowa,  in  1893.  Dr. 
Wall  published  only  the  reports  of  his  work  in  the  hospital  and 
occasional  articles  for  the  religious  press. 

He  married  twice : (1)  Dec.  19,  1854,  in  Newbern,  N.  C., 
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Miss  Janet  Taylor  Hollister,  who  died  Sept.  15, 1881 ; (2)  March 
29,  1888,  in  Middletown,  Pa.,  Miss  Carrie  Fisher  Smuller,  who 
survives  him  with  two  sons  and  two  daughters  by  his  first  wife. 


DAVID  STEVENSON.  D.D., 

Son  of  James  and  Jane  (Gracie)  Stevenson,  was  born  in  1820 
(the  exact  date  was  unknown  to  himself),  in  Newry,  County 
Down,  Ireland.  He  came  to  this  country  when  quite  young. 
He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Church  of  Cambridge,  N.  Y.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  at  Cambridge  under  the  Rev.  M.  McLaurie.  He 
spent  two  years  in  the  class  of  ’47  of  Princeton  College  and  re- 
ceived the  honorary  degree  of  A.  M.  from  that  institution  in 
1864.  He  taught  school  for  one  year  at  Dover,  N.  J.,  before  en- 
tering the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1848,  and  remaining  two 
years.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Elizabethtown, 
April  18,  1850,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Indianapolis,  June  11,  1851.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the 
church  at  Knightstown,  Ind.,  from  July,  1851,  to  July,  1852; 
pastor  of  the  Third  Church,  Indianapolis,  from  July  30,  1852, 
to  Oct.  27, 1860,  and  stated  supply  of  the  church  of  Union,  Ind., 
1862-63.  For  the  next  three  years  he  resided  in  Indianapolis 
without  charge.  He  supplied  the  Eighth  Church  of  Indianapolis, 
1871-72,  and  continued  residing  in  that  city  until  1877.  After 
this  he  came  to  New  Jersey  and  was  stated  supply  of  the  church 
at  Branchville  in  that  state  from  Jan.  1,  1878,  until  July,  1880, 
and  pastor  of  the  church  at  Perth  Amboy  from  Oct.  13,  1880, 
until  Oct.  4,  1884.  His  other  pastorates  were  over  the  First 
Church,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  from  Nov.  3,  1884,  to  Nov.  14,  1886, 
and  over  the  church  at  Gloucester,  N.  J.,  from  April  18,  1889,  to 
June  25,  1895,  when  he  was  honorably  retired  from  the  active 
duties  of  the  ministry.  He  resided  after  this  in  Metuchen, 
N.  J.,  1895-98;  Philadelphia,  1898-99,  and  in  Perth  Amboy, 
N.  J.,  from  1899  until  his  death  there,  Oct.  25,  1901,  of  a conges- 
tive chill,  in  the  82d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Perth 
Amboy.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  New 
Windsor  College,  Md.,  in  1884.  Dr.  Stevenson  was  a commis- 
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sioner  to  the  General  Assembly  at  Charleston,  1852  j at  New 
Orleans,  1858;  at  Indianapolis,  1859,  and  at  Saratoga  Springs, 
1890.  He  was  the  librarian  of  the  state  of  Indiana  for  two 
years.  He  iiublished  “ Indiana’s  Roll  of  Honor  and  Patriotic 
Dead,”  1864. 

He  married  twice;  (1)  Sept.  13,  1851, in  Indianapolis,  Miss 
Mary  P.  Alvord,  who  died  in  December,  1868  ; (2)  Dec.  6, 1887, 
in  Perth  Amboy,  N.  J.,  Miss  Adele  Manning,  who  with  one  son 
survives  him. 


ROBERT  CRUIKSHANK,  D.D., 

Son  of  Hugh  and  Elizabeth  (Hughes)  Cruikshank,  was  born 
March  1,  1821,  in  County  Moneghan,  Ireland.  He  was  brought 
to  this  country  when  only  three  years  old.  He  made  a public 
confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Associate  Reformed  Church  of 
Lisbon,  N.  Y.,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two.  His  preparatory 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  Ogdensburg  Academy,  N.  Y.,  in  the 
Albany  Academy,  N.  Y.,  and  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Heber  Bullions, 
and  he  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1849.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1852.  Near  the  close  of  his 
first  year  in  the  seminary  he  became  principal  of  the  Argyle 
Academy,  N.  Y.,  which  he  served  for  seven  months, 
including  his  vacation,  continuing  his  theological  studies 
at  the  same  time.  He  was  licensed  June,  25,  1851, 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Ogdensburg,  and  ordained.  Sept. 
14,  1853,  by  the  Presbytery  of  Long  Island,  and  installed  pastor 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Bellport,  L.  I.,  which  he  had 
been  serving  for  about  a year  as  stated  supply.  During  his  con- 
nection with  this  church  he  was  the  principal  of  the  Bellport 
Academy.  He  was  released  from  the  church  Sept.  6,  1854.  He 
then  supplied  the  church  at  Pottstown,  Pa.,  from  1857  to  1860, 
and  was  principal  and  proprietor  of  the  Cottage  Seminary  for 
Young  Ladies  for  nine  years,  beginning  in  1858.  He  was  also, 
during  this  period,  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Montgom- 
ery County,  Pa.,  for  three  years.  After  this  he  was  principal  of 
a preparatory  school  for  boys  in  Princeton,  N.  J.,  for  one  year. 
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He  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Savannah,  Mo.,  from  April, 
1871,  to  August,  1875,  and  principal  of  the  Graded  and  High 
School  of  Savannah  from  1872  to  1875.  In  September,  1875, 
he  was  elected  professor  of  Greek  and  Latin  and  also  vice-presi- 
dent of  Highland  University,  Kans.,  and  after  three  months, 
president  of  the  same  institution,  so  continuing  until  1882. 
During  a part  of  1883  he  supplied  the  church  of  Savannah, 
]\Io.  He  then  occupied  the  chair  of  Greek  and  Latin  in  the 
newly  established  Emporia  College,  Kans.,  for  four  years, 
1884-88.  His  health  becoming  impaired  at  this  time,  he  went 
to  San  Diego,  Cal.,  for  its  restoration,  remaining  seven  months, 
when  he  became  principal  of  the  Ellenburgh  Academy,  Wash., 
for  one  year.  From  1890  to  1894  he  was  stated  supply  of  the 
Montesano  and  Wynooche  churches.  Wash.,  and  during  nearly 
two  years  of  this  time  principal  of  the  Chehalis  Valley  Acad- 
emy. In  August,  1894,  he  moved  to  Oakes,  Colo.,  a suburb  of 
Denver,  supplying  for  a brief  period  during  the  next  few 
years  the  churches  of  Oakes,  Wray,  and  Akron,  Colo.,  and  of 
Blue  Rapids,  Kans.  He  died  at  Oakes,  Dec.*9, 1901,  of  old  age, 
in  his  81st  year.  He  was  buried  at  Denver.  He  received  the 
honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Union  College  in  1869.  Dr. 
Cruikshank  published  only  a few  articles  for  the  press. 

He  married,  June  7,  1853,  in  Lawrenceville,  N.  J.,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Hunt  Grover,  who  died  Oct.  29,  1895.  One  daughter 
survives  him. 


PHILIP  WELLER  MELICK, 

Son  of  Daniel  and  Mary  Magdalene  (Weller)  Melick,  was  born 
Feb.  29,  1824,  near  Light  Street,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confes- 
sion of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Bloomsburg,  Pa., 
at  the  age  of  seventeen.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies  at 
Bloomsburg  under  Mr.  Andrew  Foster,  and  he  graduated  from 
Lafayette  College  in  1849.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton 
the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  grad- 
uating in  1852.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Northum- 
berland, Oct.  6,  1852,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  same, 
May  26,  1855.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Lycoming  and 
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Pennsdale  churches,  Pa.,  1853-57,  and  then  of  the  Upper  Mt. 
Bethel  Church,  Pa.,  until  his  installation  as  its  pastor.  May  25, 
1858.  This  relation  was  dissolved  April  22,  1862.  During  the 
next  year  he  was  chaplain  of  the  153d  regiment  Pennsylvania  in- 
fantry, U.  S.  A.  From  December,  1863,  until  the  spring  of 
1866,  he  resided  in  Berwick,  Pa.,  preaching  at  Berwick,  and  out- 
points one  Sabbath,  and  at  Briar  Creek  and  Light  Street  the  al- 
ternate Sabbath.  Then  from  the  fall  of  1866  until  the  fall  of 
1867  he  supplied  the  church  at  Warrenham,  Pa.  After  this  he 
engaged  in  business  with  Fairbanks  and  Ewing  until  he  went 
south  in  1870  and  settled  in  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C.  He  lived 
there  as  a teacher  and  bookseller  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
Feb.  24,  1902,  in  Elizabeth  City,  of  a prostatic  disorder,  within 
five  days  of  the  completion  of  his  78th  year.  He  was  buried  in 
Elizabeth  City. 

Mr.  Melick  married,  July  3,  1860,  in  Mount  Bethel,  Pa., 
Miss  Mary  Ellen  Camden,  who  with  one  son  and  two  daughters 
survives  him. 


ANDREW  McCLENAHAN  LOWRY, 

Son  of  James  McClenahan  and  Sarah  (Laird)  Lowry,  was  born 
June  21,  1820,  near  Watsontown,  Pa.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Warrior  Run  Presbyterian  Church, 
Northumberland,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  twenty.  He  pursued  his 
preparatory  studies  in  McEwensville,  Pa.,  under  the  Rev.  Samuel 
S.  Sheddan,  D.D.,  and  he  graduated  from  Washington  (now 
Washington  and  Jefferson)  College  in  1850.  Entering  the  Sem- 
inary at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1 853.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Northumberland,  June  8,  1852,  and  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Luzerne  (now  Lehigh),  Oct.  9,  1854,  and  at  the 
same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Port 
Carbon,  Pa.,  which  he  had  been  supplying  fora  year.  This  was 
his  only  charge,  fi-om  which  he  was  released  in  the  fall  of  1874, 
ill  health  compelling  him  to  withdraw  from  active  ministerial 
labor.  He  resided  thereafter  in  Watsontown,  Pa.,  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  Nov.  2,  1901,  in  Watsontown,  of  heart  failure, 
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in  the  82d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
Watsontown.  Mr.  Lowry  taught  in  the  public  schools  for  a 
time  before  entering  college,  and  was  at  one  time  agent  for  the 
Board  of  Publication  and  engaged  in  its  Sunday  School  work. 
He  was  unmarried. 


GEOR&E  SCUDDEE  MOTT,  D.D., 

Son  of  Lawrence  Scudder  and  Christiana  (Vail)  Mott,  was  born 
Nov.  25,  1829,  in  New  York  City.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Rutgers  Street  Presbyterian  Church  of  New 
York  City  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were 
pursued  in  Isaac  Briggs’  High  School,  New  York,  and  he  grad- 
uated from  New  York  University  in  1850.  Entering  the  Semin- 
ary at  Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1853.  He  was  licensed  by  the  First 
Presbytery  of  New  York  (0.  S.),  April  20,  1853,  and  ordained 
by  the  Presbytery  of  Elizabeth,  Oct.  19,  1853,  being  at  the  same 
time  installed  pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Rahway,  N.  J.  This  relation  was  dissolved  Oct.  6,  1858,  that  he 
might  accept  a call  to  the  church  of  Newton,  N.  J.,  over  which 
he  was  installed  Nov.  1,  1859,  and  from  which  he  was  released 
Jan.  20,  1869.  His  only  other  pastorate  was  over  the  church  at 
Flemington,  N.  J.,  from  May  4,  1869,  to  Oct.  28,  1895,  when  he 
gave  up  the  active  work  of  the  ministry  and  took  up  his  resi- 
dence in  East  Orange,  N.  J.  He  prolonged  his  usefulness  by  the 
frequent  use  of  his  pen.  He  died  Oct.  16,  1901,  at  East  Orange, 
of  apoplexy,  near  the  completion  of  his  72d  year.  He  was 
buried  in  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  New  York  City.  He  received 
the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Princeton  University  in  1874. 
Dr.  Mott  was  a director  of  Lincoln  University ; president  of  the 
New  Jersey  Sabbath  Union  since  1893 ; president  of  the  Chari- 
ties Aid  Association  of  New  Jersey,  1890-91 ; second  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society;  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  American  Sabbath  Union,  its  vice-president  and  then  its 
president.  He  was  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
Peoria,  1863 ; at  Albany,  1868,  and  at  Detroit,  1872.  He  jiub- 
lished  “ The  Prodigal  Son,”  1863 ; “ The  Resurrection,”  1866 ; 
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“ The  Perfect  Law,”  1868 ; “ History  of  Flemington  and  the 
Presbyterian  Church  there,”  1876;  articles  for  the  Princeton 
Review  and  its  successors;  a number  of  tracts  for  the  Amer- 
ican Tract  Society,  beside  sermons  and  addresses  and  many 
articles  for  the  religious  press,  the  last  having  jDarticularly  to 
do  with  Sabbath  observance  and  the  subject  of  penology,  in 
which  he  was  specially  interested. 

Dr.  Mott  married.  May  17,  1854,  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
Miss  Isabella  Acken,  who  with  one  son  and  two  daughters  sur- 
vives'him. 


SAMUEL  EVEEETT  PIERCE, 

Son  of  Samuel  and  Wilhelmina  (Zimmerman)  Pierce,  was  born 
Dec.  12,  1826,  in  New  York  City.  He  united  with  the  Baptist 
Church  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  He  was  prepared  for  college  pri- 
vately by  tutors  and  graduated  from  Princeton  College  in  1850. 
He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year,  remaining 
two  years.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  in  the  Fifth  Street  Baptist 
Church  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  ordained  in  September,  1853,  by  a 
council  of  Baptist  churches  at  Gloucester,  Mass.,  being  at  the 
same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Gloucester. 
He  continued  serving  this  church  until  1860.  This  was  his  only 
pastorate.  For  three  months  in  1861  he  was  chaplain  of  the 
71st  regiment  N.  Y.  volunteers,  and  then  of  the  4th  Massachu- 
setts regiment  for  nine  months,  1862-63.  He  was  slightly 
wounded  in  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run.  He  managed  a sugar 
plantation  near  New  Orleans,  La.,  1865-66.  In  1868  he  moved 
to  Boston,  Mass.,  and  engaged  in  literary  work  in  The  Christian 
Watchman  and  Reflector  ofBoston,  writing  under  the  pseudonym 
of  Ranger.  He  was  a correspondent  of  this  paper  during  the 
civil  war,  and  afterwards  was  on  the  editorial  staff  of  The 
Christian  Era.  In  1874  he  began  his  connection  with  the 
Youth’s  Companion,  being  its  associate  editor.  He  continued 
his  connection  with  this  pajier  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
April  15,  1899,  in  Boston,  suddenly,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  73d 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Mount  Auburn,  Mass. 

He  married.  Sept.  28,  1882,  in  Boston,  Mass.,  Miss  Sarah 
Flora  Chandler,  who  with  two  daughters  survives  him. 
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THOMAS  McCauley,  d.d., 

Son  of  Thomas  and  Maria  Margaretta  (Hartman)  McCauley, 
was  born  Feb.  28,  1828,  near  Greencastle,  Pa.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Greencastle  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  He  was  prepared  for  college 
in  Greencastle  under  the  Rev.  W.  Ball  Stewart,  and  graduated 
from  Princeton  University  in  1852.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1855.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
of  New  Brunswick,  April  25,  1854,  and  ordained  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Long  Island,  June  5,  1855,  being  at  the  same  time  in- 
stalled pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Huntington,  L.  I. 
This  relation  was  dissolved  April  15,  1863.  From  this  time 
until  1867  he  was  assistant  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education 
(O.  S.).  His  other  pastorates  were  : Hackettstown,  N.  J.,  from 
Oct.  15,  1867,  to  June  2,  1878,  and  the  Third  Church  of  Chester, 
Pa.,  from  Oct.  10,  1878,  to  April  11,  1893,  the  dissolution  to  take 
effect  after  June  1st.  After  this  he  resided  during  most  of  the 
time  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  doing  occasional  evangelistic  work. 
He  died  July  24,  1901,  at  Cape  May,  N.  J.,  of  heart  failure,  fol- 
lowing Bright’s  disease,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  in  the  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery,  Philadelphia.  He  received 
the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  New  Windsor  College,  Md.,  in 
1887.  Dr.  McCauley  was  a trustee  of  Lincoln  University. 

He  married,  Oct.  1,  1857,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Miss  Mary 
Louise  Dunton,  who  survives  him. 


WILLIAM  JAMES  McKNIGHT,  D.D., 

Son  of  William  Porter  and  Jane  Caroline  (Taylor)  McKnight, 
was  born  Dec.  24,  1829,  in  Mecklenburg  County,  N.  C.  He  made 
a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Denmark,  Tenn.,  at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  stud- 
ies were  pursued  in  the  Mountain  Academy,  near  Covington, 
Tenn.,  under  the  Rev.  James  Holmes,  D.D.,  and  he  graduated 
from  Hanover  College,  Ind.,  in  1851.  He  then  spent  a year  in 
private  study  and  reading,  entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton 
in  1852.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  ill  health  caused  his  leav- 
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ing  Princeton,  He  took  the  second  year  of  his  course  in  the 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  1853-54,  and  the  third  in  the 
Seminary  at  Danville,  Ky.,  graduating  from  the  last  in  1855. 
He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Transylvania,  April  18, 
1855,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  same  at  Lebanon,  Ky., 
April  13,  1860.  He  was  professor  of  Latin  and  Greek  in  Austin 
College,  Texas,  from  1856  to  1857 ; stated  supply  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Harmony,  Ky.,  from  May,  1858,  to  January, 
1861 ; financial  agent  for  Centre  College,  Ky.,  and  Danville 
Theological  Seminary  from  January  to  September,  1860;  stated 
supply  of  the  Mt.  Pleasant  Church,  Ky.,  from  May,  1860,  to 
September,  1867 ; professor  of  Belles  Lettres  in  Centre  College 
from  September,  1860,  to  September,  1864 ; stated  supply  of  the 
First  Church,  Danville,  Ky.,  from  January,  1861,  to  September, 
1867 ; of  the  Second  Church  of  Danville,  from  October,  1867, 
until  his  installation  as  its  pastor.  May  31,  1868.  This  relation 
was  dissolved  Nov.  18,  1870.  His  other  pastorates  were  over  the 
Avondale  Church,  Cincinnati,  0.,  from  Dec.  18, 1870,  to  Aug.  14, 
1873;  the  First  Church  of  Springfield,  0.,  from  Nov.  2,  1873,  to 
Dec.  16,  1879,  and  over  the  First  Church  of  New  Brunswick,  N. 
J.,  from  Jan.  26, 1880,  until  Oct.  4,  1892,  when  ill  health  neces- 
sitated his  relinquishing  regular  pastoral  work.  He  moved  to 
Washington,  D.  C.,  where  he  resided,  preaching  as  opportunity 
and  his  strength  permitted,  until  his  death  there,  Feb.  6,  1902, 
of  paralysis,  in  the  73d  year  of  his  age.  He  had  suffered  a pre- 
vious stroke  of  paralysis  Jan.  21,  1901.  He  was  buried  at  Dan- 
ville, Ky.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from 
Hanover  College,  Ind.,  in  1870.  Dr.  McKnight  was  a commis- 
sioner to  the  General  Assembly  at  New  York,  1869 ; at  Baltimore, 
1873,  and  at  Cincinnati,  1885.  He  had  taught  in  the  Grammar 
School  connected  with  Centre  College  from  November,  1857,  to 
January,  1859,  prior  to  his  becoming  a professor  in  that  institu- 
tion. He  was  a most  successful  minister.  During  his  Spring- 
field  pastorate  there  were  291  additions  to  his  church,  181  of 
these  on  the  confession  of  their  faith,  and  during  his  New  Bruns- 
wick pastorate  about  500  were  added  to  his  church. 

He  married,  Nov.  22,  1855,  in  Danville,  Ky.,  Miss  Susan 
Hann,  who  survives  him  with  one  son  and  four  daughters. 
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HENRY  ROOT  AVERY, 

Son  of  Henry  Rice  and  Sally  (Hull)  Avery,  was  born  May  4, 
1828,  in  Windham,  N.  Y.  He  united  with  the  Big  Hollow 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Windham,  on  confession  of  his  faith,  at 
the  age  of  nineteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Delaware  Literary  Institute,  Delaware  Co.,  N.  Y.,  under  the 
Rev.  George  Kerr,  LL.D.,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  Col- 
lege in  1853.  Entering  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Princeton 
the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there  and 
graduated  in  1856.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Phil- 
adelphia, April  6,  1855,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick,  Feb.  24,  1857,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  church  at  Squan  Village,  N.  J.,  from  which  he 
was  released,  Oct.  20,  1858.  During  part  of  the  next  year  he 
labored  as  a home  missionary  at  St.  Helena,  Ore.,  and  then  was 
stated  supply  at  Corvallis,  Ore.,  and  a teacher  in  the  Corvallis 
College  from  1859  to  1861.  From  1861  to  1862  he  supplied  the 
Pleasant  Grove  Church,  Ore.,  and  taught  in  Monmouth  College. 
He  engaged  in  home  missionary  work  in  Contra  Costa  County, 
Cal.,  from  1862  to  1865,  and  was  superintendent  of  schools  in  that 
county  from  1863  to  1867.  From  1865  to  1872  he  was  stated 
supply  of  the  Contra  Costa  Church ; engaged  in  home  missionary 
work  at  Bodega,  Two  Rocks,  and  other  stations,  from  1872  to 
1876,  and  was  stated  supply  at  the  Walnut  Creek  Church,  Cal., 
from  1877  to  1882.  At  this  time  ill  health  compelled  him  to  de- 
sist from  regular  pastoral  work.  He  moved  to  San  Jose,  Cal., 
where  he  resided,  doing  what  missionary  work  his  health  al- 
lowed. He  died  at  San  Jose,  July  22,  1901,  of  apoplexy,  in  the 
74th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Oak  Hill  Cemetery, 
San  Jose.  Mr.  Avery  was  a commissioner  to  the  General  As- 
sembly at  Brooklyn  in  1876. 

He  married.  Sept.  17,  1857,  in  Perrineville,  N.  J.,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Edwards  Kinsey,  who  with  three  sons  and  three 
daughters  survives  him. 


JOHN  ASPINWALL  HODGE,  D.D., 

Son  of  Dr.  Hugh  Lenox  and  Margaret  Elizabeth  (Aspinwall) 
Hodge,  was  born  Aug.  12, 1831,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  united 
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with  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Philadelphia  on  con- 
fession of  faith  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  Philadelphia  under  Samuel  Crawford,  and  he 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1851.  The 
next  two  years  were  spent  in  study  at  his  home  in  Philadelphia 
and  in  travel  in  Europe.  For  a part  of  the  time  he  engaged  in 
the  study  of  medicine  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1853,  taking  the  full  three 
years’  course  and  graduating  in  1857.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  April  3,  1856,  and  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Luzerne,  April  22,  1857,  being  at  the  same  time 
installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Mauch  Chunk, 
Pa.,  which  he  had  been  supplying  since  December  of  the  previous 
year.  He  was  released  from  this  charge  April  30, 1865.  He  had 
only  one  other  pastorate.  He  began  supplying  the  First*Church 
of  Hartford,  Conn.,  Feb.  8,  1866,  and  was  installed  its  pastor  on 
the  4th  of  May  following.  This  relation  was  dissolved  Oct.  5, 
1892,  after  a service  of  more  than  twenty-six  years,  and  he  was 
made  pastor  emeritus.  In  the  following  year  he  was  elected  pro- 
fessor of  the  English  Bible  in  Lincoln  University,  Pa.,  and  was 
inaugurated  April  20,  1893.  He  filled  this  chair  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  suddenly,  June  23,  1901,  at  Lincoln  University, 
in  the  70th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Laurel  Hill 
Cemetery,  Philadelphia.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
D.D.,  from  Princeton  College  in  1874.  Dr.  Hodge  was  for  many 
years  lecturer  on  Presbyterian  Polity  in  Hartford  Theological 
Seminary.  In  1888  he  was  appointed,  together  with  the  Rev. 
Prof.  C.  H.  Knox,  D.D.,  by  the  General  Assembly  on  a commit- 
tee to  be  present  at  the  organization  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Brazil,  and  on  his  return  he  was  elected  a trustee  of  the  col- 
lege conducted  by  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  San  Paolo.  In 
1893  he  was  a delegate  to  the  Presbyterian  Alliance,  which  met  in 
Toronto,  Canada.  He  was  a commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembl}’  at  Pittsburgh,  1865 ; at  Buffalo,  1881 ; at  Saratoga, 
1884,  and  at  Saratoga,  1890.  He  published  “ What  is  Presbyte- 
rian Law  ? ” 1888,  of  which  there  have  been  many  editions ; “A 
Form  for  the  Organization  of  a Church  ”,  1886 ; “ Recognition 
After  Death  ”,  1889  ; “ Why  are  We  Presbyterians?  ” 
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Dr.  Hodge  married,  May  14,  1857,  in  New  York  City,  Miss 
Charlotte  Gebbard  Morse,  who  survives  him  with  four  sons, 
three  of  whom  are  in  the  ministry  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  are  alumni  of  Princeton  Seminary,  viz. : the  Rev.  Richard 
Morse  Hodge,  D.D.,  professor  in  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
New  York,  the  Rev.  Hugh  L.  Hodge,  of  Erie,  Pa.,  and  the  Rev. 
Samuel  C.  Hodge,  of  Tunkhannock,  Pa. 


THOMAS  MAYES  HOPKINS,  D.D., 

Son  of  John  and  Nancy  (Mayes)  Hopkins,  was  born  Nov.  24, 
1827,  at  Red  Oak,  Brown  Co.,  0.  He  made  a public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Red  Oak  at  the  age 
of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  South 
Salem  Academy,  Ross  Co.,  0.,  and  he  graduated  from  Hanover 
College  in  1852.  He  then  studied  privately  for  one  year  with  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Crothers,  D.D.,  of  Greenfield,  O.,  the  Rev.  Hugh 
Fullerton  of  South  Salem,  0.,  and  the  Rev.  G.  P.  Vandj^ke  of 
Red  Oak,  0.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1853,  as 
a middler,  and  remained  two  years,  graduating  in  1855.  He 
was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Chillicothe,  June  6, 1855,  and 
ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Miami  (O.  S.),  May  13,  1856,  be- 
ing at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  Pleasant 
Valley,  0.,  which  he  had  been  serving  since  his  graduation.  He 
was  released  from  this  charge  Dec.  27,  1858.  His  subsequent 
pastorates  were  over  the  church  of  Bloomington,  Ind.,  from  Oct. 
4,  1860  (he  had  been  serving  this  church  since  the  spring  of 

1859)  to  Dec.  23,  1868;  at  Piqua,  0.,  from  , 1869,  to 

April  11,  1876;  at  Xenia,  0.,  from  Nov.  17,  1876,  to , 

1880 ; over  the  Third  Church,  Cincinnati,  0.,  from  Dec.  14, 
1884,  to  Oct.  25,  1886 ; of  the  Capitol  Avenue  Church,  Denver, 
Colo.,  from  1886  to  1893 ; pastor-elect  of  the  church  at 
Cheyenne,  Wy.,  from  April,  1893,  until  the  spring  of  1895  ; 
and  pastor  of  the  York  Street  Church,  Denver,  Colo.,  from  May 
10, 1896,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  May  17,  1901,  in  Den- 
ver, of  hemorrhage  of  the  brain,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  in  the  Fairmount  Cemetery,  Denver.  In  the  in- 
terval between  his  Xenia  and  Cincinnati  pastorates  he  lived 
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upon  a farm  near  Xenia.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
D.D.  from  Hanover  College  in  1885.  Dr.  Hopkins  was  a com- 
missioner to  the  General  Assembly  at  Philadelphia  in  1861  ; at 
Cleveland  in  1875,  and  at  Philadelphia  in  1888.  He  published 
several  sermons  and  addresses. 

He  was  twice  married  : (1)  May  12, 1857,  at  Clifton,  Greene 
Co.,  O.,  to  Miss  Cornelia  Lewis,  who  died  Jan.  8,  1860;  (2)  Feb. 
28,  1861,  at  Westfield,  N.  Y.,  to  Miss  Louisa  Mary  Morgan,  who 
with  five  sons  and  two  daughters  by  his  second  marriage  sur- 
vives him. 


JOHN  WHITE  WHITE, 

Son  of  William  and  Kezia  (Delaplane)  White,  was  born  Oct.  31, 
1828,  in  Saltsburg,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Saltsburg  at  the  age  of  sixteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Eldersridge  Acad- 
emy, Pa.,  under  the  Rev.  Alexander  Donaldson,  D.D.,  and  he 
graduated  from  Washington  (now  Washington  and  Jefferson) 
College  in  1851.  During  the  winter  of  1851-52  he  engaged  in 
teaching  in  the  Saltsburg  Academy  and  then  took  the  first  and 
second  years  of  his  theological  course  in  the  Western  Seminary 
at  Allegheny,  Pa.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
1854  as  a senior,  taking  his  third  year  there  and  graduating  in 
1855.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Blairsville,  April 
10,  1854,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Carlisle  (0.  S.), 
Dec.  25,  1855,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Middletown,  Pa.,  which  he  had  been 
supplying  for  seven  months.  ' This  relation  was  dissolved  April 
13,  1858.  He  was  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  Milroy,  Pa., 
Aug.  20,  1858,  and  after  having  served  this  church  for  twenty- 
five  years,  he  felt  constrained  to  withdraw  from  the  Presbyterian 
Church  for  doctrinal  reasons,  which  he  was  permitted  to  do  on 
Sept.  6,  1883.  He  then  founded  the  Free  (Independent)  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Milroy,  which  he  served  as  pastor  from 
October,  1883,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  April  11, 1901,  in 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  73d  year  of  his  age.  He 
Avas  buried  at  Milroy.  There  were  several  revivals  of  religion 
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during  his  Milroy  pastorate,  and  435  were  added  to  the  church 
under  his  ministry  there.  He  was  for  a time  in  1853  agent  for 
Washington  College,  and  during  the  following  year  for  the 
Western  Theological  Seminary.  Mr.  White  published  the  “ Full 
Report  of  the  Trial  of  J.  W.  White  for  Heresy  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Huntingdon,  Sept.  4-6,  1883.” 

He  married,  Nov.  9,  1869,  at  Belleville,  Pa.,  Miss  Mary 
Miller  Beaver,  who  survives  him  with  four  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. 


CHARLES  HOPKINS  PARK, 

Son  of  Russel  and  Martha  (Hopkins)  Park,  was  born  .July  16, 
1830,  in  Jersey  town,  Pa.  He  united  with  the  “ Presbyterio- 
Congregational  ” Church  of  Galesburg,  111.,  at  the  age  of 
twenty.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies  in  Jersey- 
town,  Pa.,  in  Albany,  111.,  in  the  Wyoming  Seminary  of 
Kingston,  Pa.,  and  in  the  preparatory  department  of  Knox 
College,  111.,  and  graduated  from  Hanover  College,  Ind., 
in  1855.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same 
year,  remaining  somewhat  more  than  two  years.  He  was 
licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Northumberland,  April  21, 
1858,  and  ordained  by  the  same,  Jan.  18, 1859,  being  at  the  same 
time  installed  pastor  of  the  churches  of  Chilisquaque  and 
Mooresburgh,  Pa.,  from  which  double  charge  he  was  released  in 
February,  1871.  He  then  supplied  the  church  at  Circleville,  N. 
Y.,  as  pastor  elect  from  April  14,  1871,  to  April  16, 1872,  and  the 
church  at  Ridgebury,  N.  Y,,  in  the  same  capacity  from  May  8, 
1872,  to  April  22,  1873.  He  was  then  called  to  minister  again 
to  the  Circleville  church,  being  installed  its  pastor  May  15, 1873. 
He  was  released  from  this  charge  April  17,  1894,  ill  health  com- 
pelling him  to  relinquish  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  He 
died  April  25,  1901,  in  Otisville,  N.  Y.,  of  bronchitis  and  general 
debility,  in  the  71st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Circle- 
ville, N.  Y.  Mr.  Park  was  a commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembly  (0.  S.)  at  St.  Louis,  1866,  and  at  Saratoga  Springs, 
1880.  He  was  moderator  of  the  Presbytery  of  Northumberland, 
in  1865. 
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He  married  twice : (1)  Feb.  15,  1859,  near  Jerseytown,  Pa., 
Miss  Harriet  Jane  Lowry,  who  died  July  26,  1878 ; (2)  June  1, 
1881,  near  Montandon,  Pa.,  Mrs.  Jennie  Mary  (GitFen)  Watson, 
who  survives  him  with  two  sons  and  three  daughters  by 
his  first  wife. 


HENRY  FRANKLIN  HICKOK,  D.D., 

Son  of  Austin  and  Roxanna  (Cook)  Hickok,  was  born  Feb.  29, 
1832,  in  New  Haven,  Vt.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  Congregational  Church  of  New  Haven  at  the  age  of 
eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  under  Mr.  N.  W.  Benedict,  and  he  graduated  from  the 
University  o'f  Rochester  in  1856.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course 
there,  graduating  in  1859.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Luzerne  May  2,  1858,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Troy,  June  15,  1859,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of 
the  Sandy  Hill  and  Fort  Edward  churches,  N.  Y.  This  relation 
was  dissolved  April  1,  1869.  His  other  pastorates  were  over 
the  Second  Church  of  Orange,  N.  J.  (subsequently  known  as 
the  Brick  Church  of  East  Orange),  from  April  20,  1869,  to  Sept. 
17,  1872 ; the  Central  Church  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  from  Nov.  17, 
1872,  to  June  11,  1875,  and  for  a second  time  over  the  Brick 
Church  of  East  Orange  from  July  7,  1875,  until  Jan.  15,  1895, 
when  he  was  made  pastor  emeritus.  He  resided  thereafter  at  Vin- 
cennes, Vt.,  for  a time,  and  then  at  Burlington,  Vt.,  where  he 
died  May  21,  1901,  of  heart  disease  and  kidney  trouble,  in  the 
70th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Rosedale  Cemetery, 
Orange,  N.  J.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from 
the  University  of  Rochester  in  1878.  Dr.  Hickok  was  a com- 
missioner to  the  General  Assembly  at  Peoria,  111.,  1863  (0.  S.)  ; 
at  Chicago,  1877 ; at  Minneapolis,  1886,  and  at  Saratoga  Springs, 
1894. 

He  married,  June  16,  1859,  at  Saratoga  Springs,  N.  Y.,  Miss 
Elizabeth  TifFt  Cleaver,  who  with  four  sons  and  one  daughter 
survives  him. 
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JACOB  HENRY  SNEERS, 

Son  of  Peter  I and  Catharine  Ann  (Van  Derveer)  Enders,  was 
born  Nov.  19,  1834,  in  Fort  Hunter,  N.  Y.  He  united  with  the 
Congregational  Church  of  Andover  Theological  Seminary  at  the 
age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the 
Phillips  Academy  at  Andover,  under  Samuel  H.  Taylor,  LL.D., 
and  he  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1858.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year  he  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1861.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Albany,  May  1,  1860,  and  ordained  by  the  same, 
Oct.  1,  1862.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Kingsboro,  N.  Y.,  from  Jan.  9 to  April  20,  1862,  and  then 
chaplain  of  the  153d  regiment  New  York  State  volunteers  in  the 
Union  army  from  October,  1862,  to  October,  1865.  His  minis- 
terial connection  after  this  was  with  the  Reformed  (Dutch) 
Church.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  of  that  denomination  at 
Lysander,  N.  Y.,  from  Sept.  25,  1866,  to  May  19, 1869.  In  July 
of  the  latter  year  he  began  serving  the  church  of  Chittenango, 
N.  Y.,  as  stated  supply  and  was  installed  its  pastor,  April  12, 
1871,  the  relation  being  dissolved  Feb.  1,  1880.  In  1878-79  he 
travelled  extensively  in  Europe  for  the  sake  of  his  health,  which 
had  broken  down  temporarily.  From  1881  to  1889  he  was 
associate  pastor  of  the  Albany  City  Mission,  and  from  the  latter 
date  until  1899  he  was  the  missionary  superintendent  of  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Albany.  During  this  time  his  residence 
was  at  Fort  Hunter,  N.  Y.,  although  his  duties  obliged  him  to 
spend  considerable  time  in  other  places,  especially  in  Albany 
and  Syracuse.  He  died  Oct.  6,  1901,  at  Fort  Hunter,  N.  Y”.,  of 
apoplexy,  in  the  67th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Mina- 
ville,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Enders  wrote  many  articles  for  the  religious 
press:  the  New  York  Observer,  the  Christian  Intelligencer,  etc., 
beside  the  published  reports  of  his  work  as  missionary  superin- 
tendent. 

He  married  twice : (1)  May  14,  1867,  in  Florida,  N.  Y., 
Miss  Elizabeth  Leslie  Voorhees,  who  died  Sept.  5,  1881 ; (2) 
June  16,  1887,  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  Miss  Elizabeth  Bridgeman 
Goold,  who  survives  him. 
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DWIGHT  HERVEY,  Ph.D., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  and  Julia  (Wade)  Hervey,  was  born 
June  4,  1834,  in  Martinsburg,  0.  He  united  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  his  native  city,  on  the  confession  of  his  faith, 
at  the  age  of  sixteen.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies  in  the 
Martinsburg  Academy  and  graduated  from  Jetferson  (now  Wash- 
ington and  Jetferson)  College  in  1858.  He  entered  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  the  same  year  and  remained  one  year,  taking  the 
second  and  third  years  of  his  theological  course  in  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary  at  Allegheny,  Pa.,  and  graduating  from 
that  institution  in  1861.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Richland,  0.,  June  13,  1860,  and  ordained  by  the  same,  June  16, 
1862,  being  at  the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Mt.  Vernon,  O.  He  was  released  from  this  charge 
Jan.  14,  1874.  During  this  pastorate  he  supplied  the  church  at 
Milwood,  0.,  1871-1873.  He  was  then  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Jersey,  0.,  from  April  14,  1874,  to  Sept.  7,  1875,  and  of  the 
church  at  Granville,  0.,  from  Sept.  29,  1875,  to  Sept.  25,  1881. 
From  1882  to  1894  he  was  president  of  the  Female  College  of 
Granville.  In  1895  he  began  supplying  the  church  at  Edinboro, 
Pa.,  and  was  installed  its  pastor  Nov.  11,  1896,  this  relation 
being  dissolved  March  8,  1901.  He  resided  after  this  in  Perry, 
N.  Y.,  from  April  to  September,  1901,  in  Payette,  Ida.,  from 
September  to  December  of  the  same  year.  He  died  Jan.  20, 
1902,  in  Mt.  Vernon,  O.,  of  pneumonia,  in  the  68th  year  of  his 
age.  He  was  buried  at  Mt.  Vernon.  He  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  Ph.D.  from  Jefferson  College  in  1890.  Dr.  Hervey  was 
a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly  at  Cincinnati,  in  1867, 
and  at  Baltimore  in  1873. 

He  married  Sept.  19,  1861,  in  Newark,  0.,  Miss  Mary  Eliza- 
beth Eels  Reeder,  who  with  four  sons  and  one  daughter 
survives  him. 


AARON  PECK, 

Son  of  Aaron  and  Miranda  (Pierson)  Peck,  was  born  June  7, 
1836,  in  Orange,  N.  J.  He  pursued  his  preparatory  studies  in 
Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  D.  H.  Pierson,  and  graduated 
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from  Princeton  University  in  1857.  While  a student  there  he 
made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Rosed  ale  Presbyterian 
Church,  near  Newark,  N.  J.,  at  the  age  of  twenty.  He  spent  the 
year  following  his  graduation  from  college  at  his  home  in  Orange, 
N.  J.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1858,  remaining 
less  than  a year.  He  spent  three  years,  1861-64,  in  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  New  York  City.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Newark,  April  19,  1864.  He  spent  the  next  three 
years  laboring  as  district  secretary  of  the  American  Sunday 
School  Union,  and  as  a home  missionary,  in  Cleveland,  0.  He 
was  ordained  as  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Cleveland 
(N.  S.),  May  8,  1868.  He  was  later  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Perth  Amboy,  N.  J.,  from  June  19,  1870,  to  Oct.  3, 

1877,  and  of  the  First  Church,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  from  Oct.  14, 

1878,  to  Nov.  2, 1881.  In  October,  1883,  he  took  up  his  residence 
in  New  York  City,  and  continued  residing  there  until  his  death, 
July  3,  1901,  suddenly  of  heat  prostration,  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  of  New  York,  in  the  first  month  of  his  66th  year.  He 
was  buried  at  Orange,  N.  J. 

Mr.  Peck  married,  June  16,  1859,  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  Miss 
Julia  Manning,  who  with  one  daughter  survives  him. 


JOHN  CAMPBELL  BOYD, 

Son  of  James  Peter  and  Mary  Ann  (Boyd,  not  related  to  her 
husband)  Boyd,  was  born  March  2,  1836,  in  Albany,  N.  Y.  He 
pursued  his  preparatory  studies  in  the  Albany  Academy,  N.  Y., 
and  graduated  from  Princeton  College  in  1855,  being  the  valedic- 
torian of  his  class.  He  then  engaged  in  the  study  of  law  in  New 
York  City  and  in  the  Albany  Law  School.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  as  attorney  and  counsellor-at-law  in  New  York  City, 
Oct.  2,  1857,  and  entered  the  office  of  the  Hon.  H.  C.  Van  Voorst, 
New  York.  While  so  engaged  he  made  a public  confession  of 
his  faith  in  the  First  Church  of  Albany  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
three.  Owing  to  the  death  of  his  brother  Charles,  then  a student 
in  Princeton  Seminary,  his  attention  was  called  to  the  Christian 
ministry  and  he  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1860.  He 
took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1863.  He 
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was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Albany,  June  11,  1862,  and 
ordained  by  the  same  Sept.  27,  1864,  having  a commission  as 
chaplain  in  a New  York  regiment  then  nearly  recruited,  but 
subsequently  used  to  fill  up  other  regiments.  He  was  pastor  of 
the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church  of  Fonda,  N.  Y.,  from  March  21, 
1865,  until  Sept.  27, 1870.  He  had  previously  served  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Caldwell,  N.  Y.,  for  nearly  a year  after  leaving 
the  Seminary.  His  second  pastorate  was  over  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Valatie,  N.  Y.,  from  April  16,  1872,  to  Dec.  4, 

1877,  and  then  over  the  Kingsborough  Church  from  Feb.  26, 

1878,  to  Sept.  24,  1882.  He  then  took  up  his  residence  in  Fonda, 
N.  Y.,  and  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Auriesville  from 
1883  until  1898  and  that  at  Sammonsville  from  1883  to  1891. 
In  the  winter  of  1899  he  was  called  upon  to  supply  the  pulpit  of 
the  Reformed  Church  of  Fonda,  and  soon  after  the  resignation 
of  its  pastor  he  was  engaged  as  its  stated  supply  for  one  year. 
He  died  at  Fonda,  Oct.  12,  1901,  of  heart  disease  following  a 
complication  of  diseases,  in  the  66th  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  at  Albany,  N.  Y.

JOHN  CEPHAS  HOUGHTON, 

Son  of  Cephas  and  Sarah  (Whitney)  Houghton,  was  born  Dec. 
26,  1836,  in  Harvard,  Mass.  He  united  with  the  Calvinistic 
Congregational  Church  of  Harvard,  on  the  confession  of  his 
faith,  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pur- 
sued in  the  Lawrence  Academy,  Groton,  Mass.,  under  Charles 
Hammond,  and  he  graduated  from  Amherst  College  in  1861. 
He  then  spent  a year  in  the  Bangor  Theological  Seminary,  enter- 
ing the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1862  as  a-middler  and  remain- 
ing one  year.  He  took  the  third  year  of  his  course  in  Union 
Seminary,  New  York,  graduating  there  in  1864.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Middle  Union  Congregational  Association,  Mass.,  May  5, 
1863,  and  ordained  by  a Congregational  Council  at  Morrisville, 
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Vt.,  Jan.  15,  1868.  He  was  agent  and  correspondent  for  the 
Boston  Recorder,  1866-67,  and  for  the  Congregationalist,  March 
to  November,  1867.  He  served  the  following  Congregational 
churches  : — acting  pastor  at  Morrisville,  Vt.,  1867-69;  at  Coven- 
try, Vt.,  1869-70;  at  Island  Pond,  Vt.,  1870-73;  at  Stanwich, 
Conn.,  1873-75;  at  Benson,  Vt.,  1876-78;  at  Cornwall,  Vt.,  Jan. 
5,  1879,  to  Dec.  31,  1882;  at  Interlachen,  Fla.,  1883-84;  at  Wey- 
hridge,  Vt.,  1884-86 ; at  Prescott,  Ariz.,  1886-87 ; at  Old  San 
Bernardino,  Cal.,  1887-88;  at  Weybridge,  Vt.,  1888-91.  He 
resided  in  Still  River,  Mass.,  in  1876,  and  after  1883  in  Middle- 
bury,  Vt.,  his  sojourn  in  Florida,  Arizona  and  California  having 
been  for  the  sake  of  his  health.  While  serving  the  church  at 
Island  Pond  he  was  also  superintendent  of  schools.  He  died, 
Nov.  18,  1900,  at  Middlebury,  Vt.,  of  cancer,  in  the  64th  year  of 
his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Harvard,  Mass. 

Mr.  Houghton  married,  Aug.  23,  1870,  in  Newport,  Vt., 
Miss  Mary  Leora  Smith,  who  survives  him. 


JOHN  JONES, 

Son  of  John  and  Catharine  (Jones)  Jones,  was  born  April  10, 
1831,  in  Llanerchymedd,  North  Wales,  Great  Britain.  He  came 
to  America  in  1854  and  graduated  from  Princeton  College  in 
1862.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same  year  he 
spent  nearly  three  years  there.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Philadelphia,  April  20,  1864,  and  ordained  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Montreal,  Canada,  July  23,  1865,  being  at  the  same 
time  installed  pastor  of  the  Cote  des  Neiges  Presbyterian  Church, 
Montreal.  He  had  been  supplying  this  church  since  January 
of  that  year.  He  then  became  pastor  of  the  First  Church  of 
Brockville,  Canada,  from  May  9,  1866,  to  October,  1870.  He  was 
the  first  pastor  of  the  Chalmers  Church,  Montreal,  which  grew 
out  of  the  Mile  End  Mission.  He  was  its  pastor  from  Feb.  24, 
1872,  until  July,  1874.  At  about  this  time  he  withdrew  from 
active  ministerial  labor,  continuing  his  residence  in  Montreal 
and  engaging  in  mercantile  pursuits,  preaching  occasionally  for 
a time.  He  died,  Aug.  13,  1901,  in  Montreal,  of  paralysis,  in 
the  71st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  Montreal.

JOSIAH  WBARE  KINGSBURY, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  and  Mary  (Babcock)  Kingsbury,  was 
born  Oct.  2,  1838,  in  Underhill,  Vt.  He  united  with  the  Second 
Congregational  Church  of  Exeter,  N.  H.,  at  the  age  of  sixteen. 
He  received  his  preparatory  training  at  the  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy,  and  graduated  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1862.  He 
then  taught  school  for  one  year  in  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  enter- 
ing the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1863.  He  remained  a year 
and  a half,  when  his  eyes  failed  him  temporarily  and  required  a 
long  rest.  He  was  licensed  by  the  White  River  Congregational 
Association,  at  Hartland,  Vt.,  in  July,  1865,  and  ordained  by  a 
Congregational  Council  in  Quechee  (Hartford),  Vt,  June  28, 
1866,  and  installed  pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  of 
Quechee.  He  was  dismissed  from  this  charge  Sept.  28,  1869. 
He  had  preached  for  this  church  for  a year  before  his  installa- 
tion. He  then  served  the  following  Congregational  churches : 
pastor  of  North  Woodstock,  Conn.,  from  Nov.  23,  1869,  to  Feb. 
21,  1871 ; acting  pastor  First  Church,  Biddeford,  Me.,  from  1871 
to  1872;  pastor.  North  Reading,  Mass.,  from  Oct.  16,  1872,  to 
March  27,  1877 ; acting  pastor  at  Montague,  Mass.,  1877-79 ; 
at  Rye,  N.  H.,  1879-82;  at  Derby  and  West  Charleston,  Vt., 
1882-83 ; at  Deerfield,  N.  H.,  1884-87,  and  at  Chichester  and 
Epsom,  N.  H.,  1887-89 ; pastor  of  First  Church,  Middleboro, 
Mass.,  from  April  10,  1889,  to  Oct.  19,  1891.  This  was  his  last 
charge,  after  which  he  resided  at  Braintree,  Mass.,  engaged 
in  literary  work,  until  his  death,  Jan.  14,  1900,  at  Braintree,  of 
heart  disease,  in  the  62d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at 
Tamworth,  N.  H.  He  published  “ Mountain  Rambles  ” in  1881.

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THOMAS  SCOTT  LONG, 

Son  of  James  Grier  and  Mary  Hays  (Grier)  Long,  was  born  July 
29,  1838,  in  Chester  County,  near  Coatesville,  Pa.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  well  known  Grier  family,  being  descended  through 
both  his  father  and  mother  from  John  Grier,  who  emigrated 
to  this  country  from  the  North  of  Ireland  in  1732  and  settled  in 
Bucks  County,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Coatesville,  Pa.,  at  the  age  of  fourteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Tuscarora  Academy 
of  Academia,  Pa.,  under  P.  H.  Shumaker,  Ph.D.,  and  he  gradu- 
ated from  Lafayette  College  in  1864.  Entering  the  Seminary  at 
Princeton  the  same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there, 
graduating  in  1867.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Castle,  April  10, 1866,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Donegal 
(now  Westminster),  May  7, 1867,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Pequa,  Pa.  He  was  released 
from  this  charge  Feb.  24,  1871,  having  been  called  to  the  Green- 
wich Church,  near  Bloomsbury,  N.  J.,  over  which  he  was  installed 
May  18,  1871,  and  from  which  he  was  released  Dec.  5,  1886. 
His  last  pastoral  charge  was  of  the  church  at  Dayton,  N.  J.,  from 
Dec.  28,  1886,  until  his  death.  He  was  thus  not  a day  without 
a pastorate  from  the  time  of  his  ordination  until  released  from 
all  earthly  toil.  He  died  Dec.  22,  1901,  at  Dayton,  N.  J.,  of 
pneumonia,  after  a few  days’  illness,  in  the  64th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  at  Coatesville,  Pa.  Mr.  Long  had  some  experi- 
ence as  a teacher,  having  taught  in  the  public  schools  for  sixteen 
months,  1856-58,  in  the  Tuscarora  Academy  of  Academia,  1858- 
60,  and  in  the  Fremont  Seminary  of  Norristown,  Pa.,  during  the 
summer  of  1865.  He  was  for  several  years  chaplain  of  the  State 
Reform  School  at  Jamesburg,  N.  J.  He  was  a very  active  and 
devoted  presbyter.  He  was  for  years  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  Systematic  Beneficence  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick, 
and  of  the  same  committee  of  the  Synod  of  New  Jersey.  He 
was  a commissioner  to  the  General  Assembly  at  St.  Louis,  1874; 
at  Saratoga  Springs,  1879,  and  at  Washington,  1893. 

Mr.  Long  married,  Oct.  1, 1867,  in  Hackettstown,  N.  J.,  Miss 
Catharine  Ayres,  who  died  April  16,  1902.  One  son  and  one 
daughter  survive  him. 
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CHARLES  SHUMWAY  DEWING,  D.D.. 

Son  of  Edward  Coburn  and  Susan  Amelia  (Coburn)  Dewing,  was 
born  Dec.  26,  1839,  in  Warren,  Pa.  He  united  with  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Warren  on  the  confession  of  his  faith  at 
the  age  of  fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in 
the  Preparatory  School  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  under  John  C. 
Schenck,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  College  in  1865. 
Immediately  after  his  graduating  he  taught  for  three  months  in 
the  Edge  Hill  School  of  Princeton.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year 
he  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  and  took  the  full  three 
years’  course  there,  graduating  in  1868.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  April  18,  1867,  and  ordained  an 
evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  San  Francisco  (0.  S.),  Oct.  11, 

1868.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the.  Presb)derian  churches  of 
Columbia  and  Sonora,  Cal.,  from  Sept.  10,  1868,  to  Aug.  10, 

1869,  and  of  the  Church  at  Alameda,  Cal.,  from  Sept.  1,  1869,  to 
March  1,  1870.  He  then  served  the  church  at  Mendocino,  Cal., 
as  pastor-elect,  from  April,  1870,  to  May,  1874.  After  this  he 
was  pastor  of  the  Union  Church,  N.  Y.,  from  Oct.  19,  1874,  to 
April  16,  1884 ; of  the  Lower  Tuscarora  Church,  Pa.,  from  Nov. 
11,  1885,  to  Oct.  2,  1886,  and  of  the  Union  Square  Church,  Som- 
erville, Mass.,  from  Jan.  25,  1887,  to  Oct.  4,  1893.  He  then 
became  superintendent  of  Presbyterian  Home  Missionary  Work 
in  New  England,  and  remained  such  until  1900.  Resigning  on 
account  of  ill  health,  he  went  to  California,  and  while  in  search 
of  restoration  he  supplied  a missionary  church  in  the  Santa 
Cruz  mountains  as  long  as  he  was  able.  He  died  Oct.  20,  1901, 
in  San  Jose,  Cal.,  of  paralysis,  in  the  62d  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  buried  at  Union,  N.  Y.  He  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  D.D.  from  Emporia  College,  Kans.,  in  1895. 

Dr.  Dewing  married,  July  23,  1868,  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  Miss 
Louie  Elizabeth  Collins,  who  with  two  sons  and  three  daughters 
survives  him. 


' JAMES  ROBERTSON,  D.D., 

Son  of  James  and  Christina  (MacCallum)  Robertson,  was  born 
April  24,  1839,  in  Dull,  Perthshire,  Scotland.  He  came  to 
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America  in  1855,  settling  in  Canada.  He  made  a public  con- 
fession of  his  faith  in  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  at  the  age  of 
nineteen.  His  early  education  was  had  in  the  parish  school  of 
Dull,  and  later  in  the  Grammar  School  of  Woodstock,  Canada. 
From  1857  to  1861  he  taught  school  in  West  Zorra  and  Inner- 
kiss,  Oxford  Co.,  Canada.  He  spent  three  years  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto,  leaving  it  in  1866.  After  some  experience  as  a 
soldier  in  the  Fenian  raid  he  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton 
in  1866,  remaining  there  two  years.  He  took  the  third  year  of 
his  course  in  Union  Seminary,  New  York,  from  which  he  grad- 
uated in  1869.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New 
Brunswick  April  21,  1868,  and  ordained  Nov.  18,  1869,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Paris,  Canada,  at  Norwich,  being  at  the  same  time 
installed  pastor  of  the  churches  of  Norwich,  Windham  and 
East  Oxford,  Canada.  He  was  released  from  these  charges  Aug. 

11,  1874,  and  on  Oct.  14,  1874,  was  installed  pastor  of  the  Knox 
Church,  Winnipeg,  Manitoba.  This  relation  was  dissolved  Aug. 

12,  1881.  During  this  pastorate,  from  1875  to  1881,  he  was  lec- 
turer in  theology  and  philosophy  in  the  Manitoba  College.  In 
1881  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Canadian  Presbyterian 
Church  appointed  him  superintendent  of  Home  Missions  in 
Manitoba,  the  Northwest  and  British  Columbia.  The  remain- 
ing twenty  years  of  his  life  were  devoted  to  this  work.  He  re- 
tained his  residence  in  Winnipeg.  He  died  Jan.  4,  1902,  in 
Toronto,  Canada,  of  diabetes,  in  the  63d  year  of  his  age.  He 
had  been  in  failing  health  for  two  or  three  years,  but  was  not 
seriously  ill  until  the  day  before  his  death.  He  was  buried  in 
Mount  Pleasant  Cemetery,  Toronto.  He  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  D.D.  from  the  Presbyterian  College  of  Montreal  in 
1888.  While  laboring  in  Ontario  Dr.  Robertson  acted  as  public 
school  inspector  for  that  province,  and  he  was  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Education  in  Manitoba  for  a number  of  years.  He 
was  also  examiner  in  logic  and  philosophy  in  the  University  of 
Manitoba.  His  only  publications  were  his  annual  mission  re- 
ports. 

He  married,  Sept.  23,  1869,  in  Blandford,  Ont.,  Canada, 
Miss  Mary  Anne  Cowing,  who  survives  him  with  two  sons  and 
two  daughters. 
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GEORGE  LESLIE  MACKAY,  D.D., 

Son  of  George  and  Helen  (Southerland)  Mackay,  was  born 
March  22,  1844,  at  Zorra,  Oxford  Co.,  Ontario,  Canada.  He 
united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Woodstock,  Canada,  on 
the  confession  of  his  faith,  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  prepar- 
atory studies  were  pursued  in  the  Woodstock  and  Oinemee 
grammar  schools,  under  George  Strachan  and  John  Shaw.  He 
spent  some  time  in  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  graduated 
from  Knox  College,  Canada,  in  1867.  During  the  summer  fol- 
lowing he  engaged  in  preaching  within  the  bounds  of  Gray 
Presbytery  of  the  Canadian  Presbyterian  Church.  He  entered 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  the  fall  of  the  same  year,  and  took 
the  full  three  years’  course,  graduating  in  1870.  He  studied 
theology  in  the  Free  Church  College  of  Edinburgh  for  one  ses- 
sion and  also  for  a time  at  Aberdeen,  Scotland.  He  was  licensed  ' 
by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  Feb.  2,  1870,  and  ordained 
an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Toronto,  Canada,  Sept.  19, 
1871,  as  “the  first  foreign  missionary  in  connection  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada.”  He  soon  sailed  for  Formosa, 
then  a part  of  the  Chinese  empire,  but  now  a part  of  Japan,  and 
arrived  in  that  island  in  December  of  the  same  year.  There  he 
did  his  remarkable  life  work,  one  unique  in  the  history  of  foreign 
missions.  When  he  landed  he  was  alone  in  a strange  and  hostile 
land.  He  found  shelter  in  a stable  and  his  first  language 
teachers  were  Chinese  boys,  whom  he  had  attracted  to  him. 
Within  two  years  he  celebrated  his  first  communion  service,  the 
first  in  North  Formosa,  and  the  first  time  the  missionary 
presided  on  such  an  occasion.  Five  Chinese  made  a public  con- 
fession of  their  faith  in  Christ.  The  mob  raged  without,  but 
within  there  was  joy  and  hope.  At  the  time  of  his  death  there 
were  sixty  churches  established,  with  fifty-four  native  preachers, 
and  1,891  communicants  on  the  Church  roll.  He  died  June 
2,  1901,  in  Tamsui,  Formosa,  of  cancer  of  the  throat,  in  the  58th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Tamsui.  He  received  the 
honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  Queen’s  University,  Canada,  in 
1880.  Dr.  Mackay  made  several  visits  to  America,  visiting  both 
the  United  States  and  Canada  and  stirring  up  much  interest  in 
his  work.  While  here  in  1894  he  was  made  moderator  of  the 
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Canadian  General  Assembly  by  acclamation.  His  book,  “ From 
Far  Formosa,”  1895,  largely  an  autobiography,  has  had  a wide 
sale  and  a still  wider  influence. 

He  married  a Chinese  lady  in  May,  1878,  at  Tamsui, 
Formosa,  who  survives  him  with  one  son  and  two  daughters. 


BENJAMIN  COUCH  HENRY,  D.D., 

Son  of  Wilson  and  Eliza  (Garvin)  Henry,  was  born  July  9, 
1850,  near  Sharpsburg,  Pa.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Sharpsburg  at  the  age  of 
fourteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  NeAvell 
Institute,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  He  entered  the  sophomore  class  of 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College  in  1867,  and  the  junior  class 
of  Princeton  College  in  April,  1869,  graduating  from  the  latter 
institution  in  1870.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the 
same  year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating 
in  1873.  He  was  licensed  by  tbe  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick, 
April  10, 1872,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Allegheny  at  Sharpsburg,  Pa.,  July  9,  1873,  having  dedicated 
himself  to  the  work  of  foreign  missions.  On  Nov.  1st  of  the 
same  year  he  sailed  for  China  and  reached  Canton  Dec.  9th. 
This  was  to  be  the  centre  of  his  fruitful  missionary  labors.  He 
spent  ten  years  of  uninterrupted  toil,  traversing  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  Canton  province  and  exploring  the  Island  of 
Hainan.  He  opened  mission  stations  and  established  schools. 
From  1877  to  1884  he  was  stated  supply  of  the  Second  Church 
of  Canton.  Early  in  the  latter  year  he  returned  to  America  for 
needed  rest,  arriving  at  New  York  April  28th.  At  this  time  he 
had  under  his  charge  two  churches  in  Canton,  fourteen  out 
stations  and  seven  day  schools  for  boys.  He  returned  to  China 
in  1885.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  following  churches : 
Third  Church,  Canton,  1885-1894 ; Lin  Po,  1886-94 ; Sheklung, 
1886-94;  Lienchow,  1887-90;  Kanghan,  1890-93;  Second 
Church,  Canton,  189(3-94  ; Taikai,  1891-94 ; Lung  Tam,  1893-94. 
He  spent  the  following  two  years  in  America,  and  in  the  fall  of 
1896  he  delivered  the  course  of  Students  Lectures  on  Missions 
in  Princeton  Seminary.  He  declined  several  offers  of  pastorates 
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in  America  to  return  to  his  chosen  work  in  China.  Soon  after 
his  arrival  in  Canton  he  was  attacked  with  ophthalmia  in  a most 
virulent  form  and  was  threatened  with  total  blindness.  In  1898 
his  wife’s  health  compelled  him  to  bring  her  to  America,  and  he 
settled  his  family  in  California.  He  himself,  although  under 
the  physician’s  care,  returned  to  Canton.  He  arrived  in  Febru- 
ary, 1899,  and  almost  at  once  suffered  a complete  collapse.  He 
was  brought  back  to  this  country.  He  died,  June  21,  1901,  in 
the  Morris  Plains  Hospital,  N.  J.,  of  softening  of  the  brain,  hav- 
ing almost  completed  his  51st  year.  He  was  buried  at  Sharps- 
burg.  Pa.  He  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  the 
University  of  New  York  in  1889.  Dr.  Henry  was  a commis- 
sioner to  the  General  Assembly  at  Saratoga  Springs  in  1884.  He 
was  for  some  years  president  of  the  Christian  College  of  Canton. 
The  annual  reports  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  are  replete 
with  the  activities  of  this  missionary.  He  published  “ The 
Cross  and  the  Dragon,  or  Light  in  the  Broad  East,”  1885;  “ Ling 
Nam,  or  Interior  Views  of  Southern  China,”  1896;  translations 
into  Chinese  of  six  of  Paul’s  epistles  and  of  twenty  books  of 
the  Old  Testament,  beside  some  two  hundred  articles  in  maga- 
zines and  papers. 

Dr.  Henry  married,  Oct.  16,  1873,  in  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  Miss 
Mary  W.  Snyder,  who  died  Nov.  17,  1898.  One  son  and  three 
daughters  survives  him. 


FRANKLIN  HOWARD  KERFOOT,  D.D., 

Son  of  Dr.  Franklin  James  and  Harriet  (Webb)  Kerfoot,  was 
born  Aug.  29,  1847,  near  Berryville,  Clarke  Co.,  Va.  He  made 
a public  profession  of  his  faith  in  the  Berryville  Baptist  Church 
at  the  age  of  eighteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  at 
the  Academy  at  Berryville  under  the  Rev.  William  Johnston, 
and  he  graduated  from  Columbia  College,  Washington,  D.  C.,  in 
1869,  and  from  the  law  school  of  the  same  at  the  same  time.  He 
then  spent  one  and  a half  years  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Greenville,  S.  C.,  when  ill  health  interrupted 
his  studies.  He  acted  as  agent  for  this  institution  for  six 
months.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1871,  remain- 
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ing  only  two  weeks.  He  later  spent  a full  year  in  Crozer  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1873.  He  engaged 
in  traveling  in  Europe,  Egypt  and  Palestine  for  a year,  and  spent 
another  year  in  study  in  the  University  at  Leipzig.  He  was 
licensed  to  preach  Aug.  22,  1869,  by  the  Baptist  Church  in 
Berry ville,  Va.,  and  ordained  May  2,  1875,  by  a council  of  Bap- 
tist churches  at  Midway,  Ky.,  being  at  the  same  time  installed 
pastor  of  the  Midway  and  Forks  of  Elkhorn  Baptist  Churches, 
which  he  served  until  October,  1877.  His  later  pastorates  were 
over  the  following  Baptist  churches ; Eutaw  Place  Church,  Bal- 
timore, Md.,  from  October,  1877,  to  February,  1883 ; the  Strong 
Place  Church,  Brooklyn,  from  February,  1883,  to  May,  1886 ; 
Midway,  Ky.,  from  May,  1886,  to  October,  1889  ; Hillsboro,  Ky., 
1889-93.  He  was  co-professor  of  Systematic  Theology  in  the 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  from  May, 
1886,  until  .becoming  full  professor  of  the  same  in  May,  1889. 
He  filled  the  duties  of  this  chair  until  August,  1899,  when  he 
retired,  taking  up  his  residence  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  He  died  in 
Atlanta,  June  20,  1901,  of  Bright’s  disease,  in  the  54th  year  of 
his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Shelby  ville,  Ky.  He  received  the 
honorary  degree  of  D.D.  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
in  1879.  He  published  several  sermons,  newspaper  articles,  and 
papers  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Quarterly  Review. 

Dr.  Kerfoot  married,  June  27,  1878,  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  Miss 
Mattie  Mason  Price,  who  with  one  son  and  one  daughter  sur- 
vives him.

GEORGE  STOCKTON  BURROUGHS,  Ph.B.,  B.D.,  LL.B., 

Son  of  the  Rev.  George  Washington  and  Olivia  Caroline  (Stock- 
ton)  Burroughs,  was  born  Jan.  6,  1855,  in  Waterloo,  N.  Y.  He 
united  with  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Middletown, 
Conn.,  on  confession  of  his  faith,  at  the  age  of  eleven.  His 
preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Mantua  Academy, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  under  Prof  F.  W.  Hastings,  and  he  graduated 
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with  distinguished  honor  from  Princeton  College  in  1873.  He 
then  spent  a year  in  reading  and  private  study.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1874,  he  took  the  full  three  years’ 
course  there,  graduating  in  1877.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Pres- 
bytery of  New  Brunswick,  April  25,  1876,  and  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Lehigh,  July  10,  1877,  being  at  the  same  time 
installed  pa.stor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Slatington,  Pa. 
He  was  released  from  this  charge  June  22,  1880.  He  was  then 
pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Christ,  Congregational,  at  Fairfield, 
Conn.,  from  March  9,  1880,  to  Feb.  3,  1884,  and  of  the  First 
Congregational  Church  of  New  Britain,  Conn.,  from  Feb.  7,  1884, 
to  Dec.  16,  1886.  At  this  time  he  was  called  to  be  the  Samuel 
Green  Professor  of  Biblical  History  and  Interpretation  in 
Amherst  College  and  the  college  pastor,  which  double  office  he 
held  from  Jan.  12,  1887,  to  Sept.  30,  1892.  From  1892  to  1899 
he  was  president  of  Wabash  College  and  Professor  of  Biblical 
Literature  in  the  some  institution,  and  then,  from  1899  until  his 
death,  professor  of  Old  Testament  Language  and  Literature  in 
Oberlin  College.  In  June,  1901,  Dr.  Burroughs  had  to  have  his 
left  arm  amputated  as  the  result  of  a fall  and  the  development 
of  sarcoma.  After  this  he  was  much  troubled  with  sciatica  and 
neuralgia,  and  was  ordered  to  the  sanitarium  at  Clifton  Springs, 
N.  Y.  As  he  was  about  to  leave  the  train  the  right  arm  was 
broken.  Sarcoma  set  in  and  after  se.ven  weeks  of  much  suffer- 
ing he  died  at  the  sanitarium,  Oct.  22,  1901,  in  the  47th  year  of 
his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Fairfield,  Conn.  He  received  the 
degree  of  Ph.D.  from  Princeton  College  in  1884,  and  that  of 
D.D.  from  the  same  institution  in  1887, and  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
from  Marietta  College  in  1895.  Dr.  Burroughs  supplied  the 
Mansfield  Congregational  Church,  0.,  for  some  time  after  he  went 
to  Oberlin,  and  later  the  Plymouth  Congregational  Church  of 
Cleveland,  and  still  later  the  East  Cleveland  Congregational 
Church  until  two  months  after  the  breaking  of  his  left  arm.  He 
had  for  a time  a large  Bible  class  among  the  business  men  of 
Cleveland.  He  was  the  president  of  the  Kindergarten  Associa- 
tion of  Oberlin  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  published  Induc- 
tive Studies  in  the  Old  Testament  Prophecy  in  the  “ Old  Testa- 
ment Student,”  1888,  and  the  Story  of  the  English  Bible  in 
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College,  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  college  series,  1890,  beside  articles  in 
the  Andover  Review,  the  Methodist  Quarterly,  and  other 
magazines. 

He  married.  May  30,  1877,  in  Metuchen,  N.  J.,  Miss  Emma 
Frances  Plumley,  who  with  two  sons  and  one  daughter  survives 
him. 


GODFREY  SHORE, 

Son  of  William  and  Mary  (Fox)  Shore,  was  born  Jan.  1,  1844, 
in  Hull,  England.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in 
the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  of  England  at  the  age  of  four- 
teen. He  was  for  a time  a student  in  the  Elmfield  College,  Eng- 
land, but  did  not  complete  his  course  there.  He  was  licensed 
to  preach  by  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  of  England  in 
1867,  and  ordained  in  May,  1871,  at  Wootten  Basset,  Wilts,  Eng- 
land. Coming  to  this  -country  he  labored  in  connection  with 
the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  of  Canada  from  1874  to  1880, 
when  he  withdrew  from  that  body  on  account  of  a change  in  his 
religious  convictions.  He  entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in 
1880,  remaining  a year.  On  the  12th  of  Sept.,  1884,  the  Presby- 
tery of  Kingston,  Canada,  having  the  permission  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  receive  him  as  a minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Canada,  inducted  him  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  Landsowne, 
Fairfax  and  Sandbury  churches.  On  the  15th  of  Sept.,  1884,  he 
was  translated  to  the  Presbytery  of  St.  John,  N.  B.,  having  re- 
ceived an  appointment  as  superintendent  of  Home  Missions  in 
that  Presbytery.  He  was  pastor  of  the  St.  Stephen’s  Church, 
N.  B.,  from  May  14,  1885,  to  Aug.  12,  1890,  and  then  of  the 
Carleton  Church  from  Aug.  12,  1890,  to  March  21,  1893.  For 
some  years  after  this  he  was  unable  to  engage  in  ministerial 
labors  by  reason  of  ill  health.  He  labored  as  a missionary,  as 
his  strength  permitted,  at  Portsmouth  and  Collingsby,  from 
March  16,  1897,  until  his  death,  which  occurred,  March  31, 1901, 
in  Portsmouth,  Canada,  of  diabetes,  from  which  he  had  long 
suffered,  in  the  58th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the 
Cataraquia  Cemetery,  Portsmouth,  Canada. 

Mr.  Shore  married,  Jan.  1,  1872,  in  London,  England,  Miss 
Mary  Mead,  who  survives  him. 
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JAMES  BAIN, 

Son  of  William  and  Jane  (MacKellar)  Bain,  was  born  April  20, 
1852,  in  Greenock,  Scotland.  It  is  said  that  he  came  to  this 
country  through  the  influence  of  the  late  President  McCosh. 
He  made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  Trinity  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  Greenock,  at  the  age  of  twenty-two.  He 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Glasgow  in  1881,  and  then  came 
to  Princeton,  entering  the  Theological  Seminary  there  in  1882.  He 
remained  three  years,  but  did  not  graduate.  He  was  licensed 
by  the  Presbytery  of  New  Brunswick,  April  22,  1885,  and  or- 
dained by  the  Presbytery  of  Saginaw,  Sept.  22,  1885,  being  at 
the  same  time  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Harrisville,  Mich.  He  was  released  from  this  charge,  Nov.  16, 
1886,  and  then  engaged  in  evangelistic  work  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Saginaw,  residing  at  Harrisville,  until  1888. 
He  was  stated  supply  of  the  Hillsdale  Church,  N.  Y.,  1890-92; 
of  the  Ashland  and  East  (now  Second)  Windham  churches, 
N.  Y.,  1892-93,  and  of  the  Ashland  and  Big  Hollow  churches, 
1893-94.  He  was  dismissed  to  U.  P.  Presbytery  of  Delaware, 
Sept.  19,  1895,  but  never  presented  the  letter  of  dismissal.  His 
health  gave  way  at  this  time  so  seriously  that  he  was  unable  to 
continue  in  ministerial  work.  He  engaged  in  the  insurance 
business  for  some  time,  and  then  was  received  into  the  Ministers 
Home  at  Perth  Amboy.  His  disease  becoming  more  acute,  he 
was  admitted  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  New  York  City, 
Oct.  10,  1900,  and  died  there,  Jan.  18, 1901,  after  a lingering  and 
painful  illness,  of  tuberculous  ostitis  of  the  pelvis,  in  the  49th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Perth  Amboy.  Mr.  Bain 
was  unmarried. 


WILLIAM  CRITTENDEN  AXER, 

Son  of  John  and  Rosanna  (Kepplinger)  Axer,  was  born  Jan.  19, 
1861,  in  Baltimore,  Md.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  Huntington  Avenue  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of 
Baltimore  at  the  age  of  nineteen.  He  spent  eight  years  in  the 
< Maryland  School  for  the  Blind  in  Baltimore,  1873-81.  He  was 
then  a book  canvasser  for  three  years,  and  after  that  engaged  in 
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the  book  and  stationery  business  for  five  years.  Entering  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1889,  he  spent  three  years  there.  He 
was  licensed  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of 
New  Castle,  April  20,  1892.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  fol- 
lowing churches:  — Norton  and  Calvert,  Kans.,  1892-93;  Clin- 
ton, Kans.,  1893-98 ; Port  Huron,  Mich.,  from  December,  1898, 
to  May,  1899.  He  spent  the  next  four  months  in  Baltimore, 
and  then  was  stated  supply  of  the  Emerson  and  Sioux  City 
churches.  Neb.,  from  October  1899,  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  Sept.  1,  1901,  in  Emerson,  of  heart  disease,  suddenly 
after  a very  brief  illness,  in  the  41st  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
buried  in  Baltimore,  Md. 

Mr.  Axer  married.  May  11,  1892,  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  Miss 
Kate  Krebs  Gardner,  who  with  one  son  survives  him. 


JAMES  HEANEY, 

Son  of  James  and  Anne  Jane  (Houston)  Heaney,  was  born 
Jan.  25,  1859,  in  Anticur,  County  Antrim,  Ireland.  He  united 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Dunloy,  Ireland,  at  the  age  of 
seventeen.  He  received  his  preparatory  education  in  the  Inter- 
mediate School  of  BaUymoney,  Ireland,  under  the  Rev.  James 
Brown  Armour,  and  spent  one  year  in  Magee  College  and  then 
three  years  in  Queen’s  College,  Belfast,  from  which  he  graduated 
in  1886.  He  then  pursued  the  study  of  theology  for  two 
years  in  the  Assembly’s  College,  Belfast.  He  entered  the 
Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1889  as  a senior,  remaining  one 
year.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia, 
May  8,  1890,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Hunting- 
don, May  5,  1892.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church 
at  Danville,  N.  J.,  from  September,  1890,  to  May,  1891.  He 
was  installed  pastor  of  the  State  College  Church,  Pa.,  at  the 
time  of  his  ordination  and,  on  the  31st  of  the  same  month, 
pastor  of  the  Spring  Creek  Church,  Pa.,  being  released  Irom  this 
double  charge,  April  9,  1895.  His  next  and  last  charge  was 
that  of  the  First  Church  of  Shamokin,  Pa.,  from  May  29,  1895, 
to  July  12,  1898,  when  he  was  obliged  by  ill  health  to  discon- 
tinue the  active  work  of  the  ministry.  He  died  Sept.  8,  1901,

JOHN  BELL, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  and  Elizabeth  Johnston  (Tappan) 
Bell,  was  born  Feb.  28,  1869,  at  Preston,  England.  He  came  to 
this  country  when  eight  years  old,  settling  in  Canada.  He  made 
a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian 
Church,  Peterborough,  Ontario,  Canada,  at  the  age  of  sixteen. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Collegiate  Institute 
of  Peterborough,  and  he  graduated  from  Queen’s  College,  Kings- 
ton, in  1890.  He  studied  theology  in  Queen’s  College  one  year, 
and  a second  year  in  Knox  College,  Toronto,  Canada.  Entering 
the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1892  as  a senior,  he  took  his  third 
year  there,  graduating  in  1893.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Toronto,  June  6,  1893,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Bruce,  Canada,  Feb.  15,  1894,  and  the  day  following  was 
installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  churches  at  West  Arran  and 
Dublane,  Ontario,  with  his  residence  at  Burgoyne,  Canada. 
This  was  his  only  pastorate  and  was  terminated  by  his  death, 
Jan.  27, 1899,  in  Burgoyne,  of  appendicitis,  within  a month  of  the 
completion  of  his  30th  year.  He  was  buried  at  Mount  Pleasant, 
Toronto,  Canada.  Mr.  Bell  had  engaged  in  missionary  work  on 
Manitoulin  Island  during  the  summer  of  1890 ; within  the 
bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Peterborough  during  the  summer  of 
1891,  and  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Owen  Sound 
during  the  summer  of  1892. 

He  married.  Sept.  5, 1894,  at  Apsley,  Canada,  Miss  Margaret 
Ritchie  Anderson,  who  survives  him.  Their  only  child,  a son, 
lived  only  one  month  after  his  father’s  death. 


HOWARD  MILTON  WRIGHT, 

Son  of  John  Richer  and  Abigail  Ann  (English)  Wright,  was 
born  Oct.  13,  1863,  in  Monroeville,  N.  J.  He  made  a public 
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confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Elmer  Presbyterian  Church,  N.  J., 
at  the  age  of  seventeen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued 
at  Collegeville,  Pa.,  and  he  entered  Ursinus  College  in  1889,  tak- 
ing a select  course  there  for  three  years.  He  entered  the  Semin- 
ary at  Princeton  in  1892,  remaining  three  years  and  receiving  a 
certificate  for  the  work  he  had  done,  which  did  not  include  the 
full  course.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  West  Jersey, 
June  26,  1894,  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  of  Lackawanna, 
Oct.  8,  1895,  being  installed  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Mountain  Top,  Pa.,  Oct.  16.  This  relation  was  dissolved 
Nov.  4,  1896.  After  this  he  was  stated  supply  of  the  Stevens- 
ville  and  Rushville  churches,  Pa.,  until  September,  1900,  when 
ill  health  compelled  him  to  relinquish  his  work.  He  went  to 
West  Virginia  hoping  to  find  the  climate  conducive  to  his  restor- 
ation to  health,  and  while  there  received  a call  to  the  French 
Creek  Church.  He  served  this  church  for  a time,  but  was  not 
constituted  its  pastor.  He  returned  north  in  August,  1901,  tak- 
ing up  his  residence  in  Wilkes  Barre,  Pa.,  where  he  died  Oct. 
28,  1901,  of  lung  and  stomach  troubles,  having  just  completed 
his  38th  year.  He  was  buried  in  the  Oaklawn  Cemetery, 
Ashley,  Pa. 

Mr.  Wright  married,  Oct.  14,  1897,  in  Binghampton,  N.  Y., 
Miss  Lucy  Anna  Dowd,  who  survives  him. 


DAVID  HAREY  DEVOE, 

Son  of  Jacob  Porter  and  Mary  (Hassler)  Devor,  was  born  Nov. 
28,  1871,  in  Ashland,  0.  He  united  on  the  confession  of  his 
faith  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Ashland  at  the  age  of 
nineteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Ashland 
High  School,  and  he  graduated  from  Wooster  University  in  1895. 
He  took  the  first  year  of  his  theological  course  in  the  McCormick 
Theological  Seminary,  Chicago,  coming  to  Princeton  in  1896 
and  graduating  from  that  institution  in  1898.  He  was  licensed 
and  ordained  as  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of  Wooster, 
May  13,  1898.  He  was  stated  supply  of  the  church  at  Ellendale, 
N.  D.,  1898-99,  and  then,  having  devoted  himself  to  the  cause 
of  foreign  missions  in  Africa,  he  sailed  for  that  country  Sept.  17, 
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1899.  He  labored  in  the  Batanga  mission  station  of  West  Africa 
until  December,  1901,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the  Lolodorf 
station,  Kamerun.  He  died  at  Lolodorf,  West  Africa,  Jan.  17, 
1902,  of  African  fever,  in  the  31st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried 
at  Lolodorf.  He  was  unmarried. 


WALTER  LOWRIE, 

Son  of  Jonathan  Roberts  and  Matilda  Hamill  (Nassau)  Lowrie, 
was  born  Dec.  31,  1872,  in  Warrior’s  Mark,  Pa.  He  made  a 
public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  his 
native  place  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  He  was  prepared  for  col- 
lege privately  at  first  and  then  ip  the  preparatory  school  at 
Lawrenceville,  N.  J.,  and  he  graduated  from  Princeton  Univer- 
sity in  1894.  After  graduation  he  spent  one  year  in  teaching  in 
the  Allegheny  Institute,  Roanoke,  Va.,  and  one  year  in  rest  and 
study  at  his  home  in  Warrior’s  Mark.  Entering  the  Seminary 
at  Princeton  in  1896  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there, 
graduating  in  1899.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Huntingdon,  June  7,  1898,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the 
same,  June  6, 1899.  He  at  once  began  his  active  ministry  as  the 
assistant  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilton  M.  Smith,  pastor  of  the  Central 
Presbyterian  Church  of  New  York  City,  and  had  charge  of  the 
church  during  several  months  of  the  pastor’s  absence  in  Pales- 
tine. He  came  to  an  untimely  end  by  drowning  in  Fort  Green 
Bay,  Newport,  R.  I.,  Aug.  29,  1901,  in  the  29th  year  of  his  age. 
It  was  supposed  that  he  suffered  from  some  seizure,  as  he  ap- 
parently was  unable  to  make  any  effort  to  save  himself.  He 
was  buried  at  Warrior’s  Mark,  Pa.  Mr.  Lowrie  was  unmarried. 


GEORGE  McCREA  ROBSON, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  James  Alexander  and  Ellen  (McCrea)  Robson, 
was  born  J une  8, 1 865,  in  Craigadick,  County  Derry,  Ireland.  He 
made  a public  confession  of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Tullamore,  Ireland,  when  a boy.  His  preparatory  studies 
were  pursued  in  the  Dublin  High  School,  and  he  graduated  from 
Trinity  College,  Dublin,  in  1891.  For  two  years  after  his 
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graduation  he  engaged  in  graduate  work  in  Trinity  College,  and 
was  for  a time,  before  and  after  his  graduation,  mathematical 
tutor  in  Trinity.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1893.  He 
entered  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1896,  remaining  one  year. 
He  was  never  licensed  or  ordained  and  did  not  enter  the  ministry. 
March  22,  1897,  he  was  employed  by  the  International  Cor- 
respondence Schools,  with  headquarters  at  Scranton,  Pa.,  to 
prepare  text  books  on  mathematics  for  the  use  of  their  schools. 
He  was  so  engaged  until  his  death,  which  occurred  suddenly, 
July  12,  1901,  at  Clifton  Forge,  Va.,  of  heart  disease,  in  the  37th 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Clifton  Forge.  Before  com- 
ing to  Princeton  Mr.  Robson  had  been  professor  of  mathematics 
for  two  years  in  Fredericksburg  College,  Va. 

He  married.  Sept.  21,  1897,  in  Clifton  Forge,  Miss  Alice 
Merle  Baskerville,  who  with  two  sons  survives  him. 


EDWARD  ELBRIDGE  VANCE, 

Son  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Elb ridge  and  Catharine  (Frame)  Vance, 
was  born  July  23,  1872,  at  Grandville,  111.  He  united  with  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lodi,  Wis.,  at  the  age  of  twelve. 
His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Lake  Forest  Acad- 
emy, 111.,  and  he  graduated  from  Lake  Forest  University  in 
1895.  He  spent  the  following  year  in  McCormick  Theological 
Seminary,  Chicago,  entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  in  1896, 
and  remaining  a year.  He  returned  to  Chicago  to  take  the  third 
year  of  his  course  in  McCormick  Seminary,  from  which  he  grad- 
uated in  1898.  He  was  licensed  and  ordained  by  the  Presbytery 
of  Bloomington,  April  21,  1898.  He  began  servdng  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Corksville,  111.,  May  1,  1898,  and  was  installed 
its  pastor,  June  1,  1898.  This  relation  was  dissolved  July  27, 
1899,  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  then  visited  several  of  the 
health  resorts  of  Colorado  and  New  Mexico  in  search  of  health, 
being  in  Greeley,  Colo.,  from  July  to  October,  1899 ; in  Albu- 
querque, New  Mexico,  from  October,  1899,  until  May,  1900;  at 
Santa  Fe,  N.  Mex.,  until  July  15  of  the  same  year,  and  then  at 
Greeley,  Colo.,  until  Sept.  25,  1900.  From  that  time  until  April 
1,  1901,  he  supplied  the  church  at  Deming,  N.  Mex.  But  his 
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health  was  not  restored  and  he  was  compelled  to  relinquish  all 
work.  He  spent  a month  at  Albuquerque,  N.  Mex.,  and  then 
resided  at  Denver,  Colo.,  until  his  death,  which  occurred  Feb. 
17,  1902,  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  in  the  30th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  buried  at  Mt.  Morris,  111.  He  was  unmarried. 


HARRY  JOHN  WIERSUM, 

Son  of  Egge  and  Cornelia  (Wierenga)  Wiersum,  was  born  June 
14,  1874,  in  Chicago,  111.  He  made  a public  confession  of  his 
faith  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Chicago,  at  the  age  of 
nineteen.  He  received  his  preparatory  training  in  the  academic 
department  of  Hope  College,  from  which  institution  he  gradu- 
ated in  1896.  Entering  the  Seminary  at  Princeton  the  same 
year,  he  took  the  full  three  years’  course  there,  graduating  in 
1899.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Reformed  Classis  of  Wisconsin, 
June  26,  1899,  and  ordained  an  evangelist  by  the  Reformed 
Classis  of  Iowa,  July  21,  1899.  Having  devoted  himself  to  the 
cause  of  foreign  missions,  he  sailed  in  the  “ Oceanica  ” from 
New  York  City,  Sept.  20,  1899,  for  Arabia.  He  was  supported, 
by  the  Syndicate  of  Reformed  Churches  in  Sioux  County,  Iowa. 
He  reached  his  field  of  labor  at  the  end  of  1889  and  at  once 
entered  with  enthusiasm  upon  his  work.  He  spent  the  first 
year  partly  at  Bahrein  and  partly  at  Muscat,  and  the  remainder 
of  his  time  at  Busrah,  Arabia.  On  the  twenty-second  of  July, 
1901,  he  left  Busrah,  apparently  in  perfect  health,  for  a visit  to 
Amara.  On  the  twenty-seventh  he  returned  sick,  as  was 
thought,  with  the  ordinary  malarial  fever.  The  usual  remedies 
were  ineffective.  The  symptoms  developed  irregularly,  and  only 
a few  days  before  his  death  it  was  learned  that  he  had  the  small- 
pox. He  died  of  this  disease  Aug.  3,  1901,  at  Busrah,  Arabia, 
in  the  28th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  buried  at  Busrah.  He 
was  engaged  to  be  married  at  the  time  of  his  death.

ent issue,  making  in  all  1188  brief  biographies  of  ministers  and 
other  alumni  and  officers  of  the  Seminary,  some  of  whom  have 
filled  prominent  positions,  while  all  have  contributed  to  the 
contemporaneous  history  of  the  Church.
